Srr,—I have the honor herewith to present the twenty-seventh annual report of 
births,’ marriages,and deaths for the Province of Ontario, being for the yoay 1896. 


Population. 


The population utilized as the basis of calculation for the several tables of the report 
is estimated upon the difference between the number of recorded births and deaths. The 
total births returned is 46,908. and the total deaths 24,857, or an actual increase of 22,051 
persons over 1895, or practically one per cent. upon the assumed population in 1895. The 
population adopted in this report for 1896, as the basis of calculation, is therefore, 
2,263,492. 


- The comparison of the population for 1896 with that of some years ago, always admits 
in addition to the constant variation due to immigration and emigration during the year, 
an irregular one, according as each year finds new settlements which have sprung up in 
the unorganized territory taking on municipal organization, or being united to some 
District Division for purposes of registration under Registrars appointed by the Registrar- 
General. Thus it is found that for 1896, the number of municipalities, mostly townships, 
added to the registering divisions in one or other of such ways is as follows, as compared 
with 1892 :—

Completeness of Returns. 


Assuming that the population adopted herein approximates the actual population, then 
on the completeness of returns will depend the estimate of the relative healthfulness, as 
also the marriage and birth rates of the Province. 


With regard to the completeness of such returns, a somewhat extended reference 
was made in the report by the Registrar-General for 1895, and the provisions under the 
Revised and Consolidated Act of 1896 for improving the returns were outlined. The 
Act went into force in August, 1896, so that the returns for four months have been 


influenced to that extent by the new Act. The following table gives the returns for 


five years :—

From these returns collected with as much care as the powers given under the Act. 
of 1886 have admitted of, it will appear that practically no increase took place in the total 
returns during the five years preceding 1896. If it be assumed that the first part of the 


year 1896 would have had a proportionate increase had the new Act been then in force, — 


we would have the following results :—

In addition to the regular returns for 1896, there has been moreover an increasing 
number of registrations on special forms, under the permission of the Registrar-General, 
especially of births, whose registration had been neglected. The total number of births, 
marriages and deaths entered in a special register since the work began is 2,400. 


Alterations of christian names, made under the authority of the Registrar-General, 
add to the completeness of returns, while a very notable improvement in the com p 
ness of the particulars called for in any return has resulted by sending schedules back to 
the Division-Registrars t> have omissions filled in, and by withholding certificates until 
such have been made, as far as practicable, complete. 


The insertion of a clauso in the Marriage Act of 1896, requiring every license issuer 
to make a “ post card” return to the Registrar-General of every license issued by him 
has served an important purpose through enabling omissions of clergymen to make marri- 
age returns to be corrected. This entails much extra labor in the office, since it often 
happens that a license is issued in one and the marriage celebrated in another munici- 
pality, or even another county. The total number of license cards received by the office, 
from lst of August to December 31st, 1896 was 6,500, and the marriages added to the 
returns for 1896 through this means have amounted to 1,500. ; 


The decision of the Post-master General to allow all blank ‘‘ Forms” to pass free 
through the mails is an invaluable aid in obtaining complete returns. 


The amendment to the Marriage Act made in 1897, by which the Marriage 
Registers are to be supplied free to clergymen by the municipality, in return for which 
theyjare requested to gend a half-yearly list of marriages celebrated by them to the Division 
Registrar, will further assist in making the marriage returns complete. The increase in 
the fee for each registration, and the imperative duty laid upon Division-Registrars of 
meking diligent enquiry into the facts regarding any birth, marriage or death rumoured 
to have taken place, and the greatly increased interest of physicians in the operation of 
the Act, by the regular reporting of births and deaths, has undoubtedly resulted in the 
splendid increase of births already illustrated. The required certification as to the cor 
rectness of ‘‘ cause of death” by the Medical Health Officer in cities, towns and villages 


prior to the issue of a burial permit, has resulted in a notable increase in precision as to: - 


the particular cause of death, not to mention the fact of its importance from the public 
health standpoint. 


The importance of the monthly return of contagious diseases required to be made by 


every local registrar, in enabling the Provincial Board of Health to note the appearance of — 
outbreaks and take action for their limitation cannot be over estimated, and now that 
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the operation of this section of the Act is better understood, local registrars who are also 


_ the secretaries of the Local Boards of Health, are reporting splendidly, as the returns 


for the month of October, 1897, numbering 600, indicate. 


The amendments to the Registration Act of 1897, by which in the case of townships a 
Burial Permit may be issued by the Division-Registrar of one municipality when the 
death took place in a neighboring rural municipality, with the provision that the registra- 


_ tion be made where the death occurred, has further improved the working of the Act by 


making registration more easy, and has tended to increase the completeness and accuracy of 


the returns. 
How general has been the increase in returns, will be observed by a reference to 


' Table 1, giving the births, marriages and deaths by counties, as well as in Tables 2 and 3 
_ giving the same returns for cities and for towns.

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Excluding the cities and large towns, the rural population of 1,757,393 gives a birth 
rate of 20.5 per 1000. 


The references made in previous reports show not only the increasing population of 
our new territory in north-western Ontario, yearly being opened to settlement, but also 
the increased area to which the operation of the Registration Act has been entended.

Other increases, as in Essex, 344, illustrate especially the increased accuracy in the 
operation of the Act. 


Births by Months.—Minor variations in the number of births by months in 1896 as 
compared with 1895, are seen in Table 11 of report proper. The month of August, as in 
former years, returns the highest number. 
Illegitimate Births.—The total number of illegitimate births recorded in Ontario in 
1896 was 578, as compared with 587 in 1895, or one to every 81 births in the Province. 
_ That this return is very imperfect may be gathered from the investigations of the Medical 
Health Officer of Toronto, who reports some 500 births in private lying-in houses in Toronto, 
mostly illegitimate, in a single year. 
The birth of triplets was recorded on six occasions in 1896. 


Marriages. 


The total marriages recorded in 1896, as seen in Table 1, number 14,904, or 29,808 
_ persons in all, being a rate of 6.5 marriages, or 13.0 individuals married for every 1,000 
of the population. 
The fact of marriages being celebrated to a proportionately large extent in the larger 
centres, is shown by the following figures :—

The increase above the average which is seen in all but nine counties, is due 


rather to an increased completeness of returns than to an actual increase of the mortality. 
This is especially to be noted in Algoma and Renfrew, where the number of Registrars, 
as already mentioned, has been more than doubled in five years. 


Highest Causes of Death.—These, as seen in Table 4 (page 28) show practically the same 
relationship between the several diseases in the list as in 1895. The class designated

pre-natal stands first, and includes all still-births, all deaths returned as heart failure | 
under one year, and those dying within two or three months of birth without any 
definitely assigned cause. This classification must be considered very unsatisfactory, but 
inasmuch as children delicate at birth continue throughout their brief life in a lingering 
death, and frequently are but casually seen by physicians, it is probably as fair to 
ascribe the cause of death to immature development as to anything else. Senile decay 
with all the indefiniteness attaching to this term, similarly claims a high place in the 
causes of death, being but 229 less than pre-natal. Together these two ill-defined classes 
amount to 5,315, or 21 per cent. of all deaths recorded. In England in 1895, 13,173 — 
deaths were uncertified as to cause, or 2 3 per cent. of the whole; but in eight counties 
uncertified causes amount to more than 10 per cent. of the whole. The deaths for all — 
England from old age in 1895 were 12,845, and premature births 9,858. Adding the 

three ill-defined classes together, there is a total of 6.6 per cent., more or less com-— 
parable to the 21 per cent. of ill-defined causes in the Ontario returns. i . 


The highest in number of definitely assigned causes of deaths is phthisis, excluding — 
other tubercular diseases, showing a total mortality of 2,758 for 1896—or with the latter 
2,922. 


Pneumonia, with a slight absolute increase over 1895, maintains the same relation- 
ship to the other principal causes of death. Valvular diseases of the heart have increased 
their absolute number and relatively to the other principal ten causes. Diphtheria 
stands next in the causes of death, but shows a small absolute decrease over 1895, 
Typhoid fever, although amongst the ten highest causes, again shows a small absolute — 
and greater relative decline, being 36 deaths less than in 1895. Wounds and accidents — 
show an increase over 1895 of 74.

F Such figures become of extreme importance in view of the intense interest which on 
__ every hand is being taken in the problem of how the mortality from this disease, which 
causes one-third of all the deaths in the population of many temperate climates, may be 


lessened. 


While the general recognition of the contagiousness of the disease, and the 


general advances of sanitation in European countries and on this continent are un- 
doubtedly lessening the annual mortality, nevertheless, the monthly returns of deaths 


_ from municipalities in Ontario continue to show that as compared with all other prevent- 
_ able diseases tuberculosis holds a place so high that the national and individual health 
_ interests demand that every possible use of statistics be made in order that the 


people, and through them their legislators, may devise still more practical measures for 


_ dealing with this disease.

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From these tables much is taught regarding the positive influences at work in 
Ontario tending to limit the prevalence of the acute contagious diseases, while the 


- comparison of deaths from other causes with those with the death-rate from tuberculosis 


seems clearly to point to the demand for the more extended application of methods, not 
new, but nevertheless new in the development of the positive knowledge that rapid 
and certain reduction in the death-rate from consumption is possible.

I also interviewed many mayors, reeves, clergymen, physicians, undertakers and others 
from whom any information was likely to be gleaned on the subject of registra: | 
tion of births, marriages and deaths. I furthermore made enquiries as to registration — 
books kept in churches and elsewhere, prior to the Act of 1869, and personally inspected 
a number of these records, many of which date back to the early years of the history 
of Upper Canada. 4 


In regard to the working of the amended Act, I have very little to add to the remarks _ 
made in my report of last year. The Division-Registrars in most instances seem to be — 
making strong efforts to have all the provisions of the Act carried out, and that they 
are succeeding fairly well, is evidenced by the returns for the first six months of this 
year. Not only are they considerably larger in number in comparison with the same 
period of 1896, but far more complete in every respect. I do not wish it understood 
that these returns are by any means complete even yet, but if the same marked im prove- 
ment continues as has been shown ever since the new Act came in force in the spring — 
of last yearafor a few years longer, there is no doubt but that before the closing years 


Sa ee ae ee 
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of this century, the Vital Statistics of Ontario will be very reliable and pretty near 


complete. I regret exceedingly that I am compelled to report once more, that a num- 
ber of physicians do not do their share of the work called for in certain sections of the 


Act, and in consequence many Division-Registrars have considerable extra labor forced 


upon them. I give all credit to a great many medical practitioners for the conscien- 
tious manner in which they assist the Division-Registrars in every possible way, and 
hope that all of the profession will soon fall into line, as their active aid will do more 


than that of any other section of the community to ensure the proper carrying out of 


the Act. Much satisfaction is expressed on all sides at the change made last session, 
_which allows reports of deaths to be made to and burial permits granted by the nearest 
_ Division- Registrar no matter whether he belongs to the same municipality in which the 
_ death occurred or not. This concession to a great extent does away with objections 


mentioned in my last report in referring to the difficulty in obtaining burial permits 
In regard to search for old records, I was more successful than I had hoped to be, 


as I find that most of the Episcopalian and Roman Catholic Churches throughout the 
_ Province, as well as many of other denominations have books showing the records of 
baptisms, marriages and burials, extending from the organization of their churches down 
_ to the introduction of the Registration Act in 1869. One of these Registers that I had 


the privilege of examining, began in the year 1787, and many others show entries in 


_the early years of this century. These records if collected, would, I think, become 
invaluable to the Province, both from a historical and practical point of view. The 
Department frequently has applications for certificates of births, deaths and marriages, 
_ which occurred prior to 1869, and only in the latter case have they any opportunity of 
affording the necessary information, and that in a very limited degree. With the addi- — 


tional data referred to above, in their possession, this office would be much better 


| equipped as a bureau of information. I most strongly recommend that steps be taken at 
an early date to ensure the preservation of these old records, as many of them are apt to 
_ be lost or destroyed through the ravages of fire, and could not be replaced at any cost, 


In closing this report, I desire to place on record the obligation I am under to many of 


' the clergymen and officials connected with the different churches, synods, etc , in placing at 
my disposal all information in their possession in regard to the registration of births, 
marriages and deaths, and also to state that throughout the whole Province, I find a 


' greatly increased interest taken in vital statistics by all classes of the community, 


which augurs well for an increased efficiency in the returns for the future,

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS 


IN THE PROVINOE OF ONTARIO, FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING DECEMBER 3lst, 1897. 


Toronto, December Ist, 1898. 


To tHe Hon. Exiau James Davis. 
Registrar-General of the Province of Ontario. 


S1r,—I have the honor herewith to lay before you for consideration, the twenty- 
eighth annual report regarding births, marriages and deaths in the Province of Ontario, 
being for the year 1897. 


Population. 


The population utilized as the basis of calculation for the several tables of the report, 
is estimated from the difference between the number of births and of deaths recorded for 
the year, by the 777 Division- Registrars. 


The total births returned is, 47,323, and the total deaths 27,633, the difference 
‘giving an actual increase over 1896 of 19,690. This increase added to the assumed 
population of 2,263,492 in 1896, gives a population of 2,283,182, or an increase prac- 
tically of one per cent. of population during the year. No attempt has been made to 
estimate the variation in the population due to immigration and emigration. Owing to 
the transportation of persons through Ontario, en route from Europe to the United 
States, by Canadian railways, and their passage tickets in Europe having often been sold to 
Canadian ports, the immigration returns give results which are little to be depended 
upon in calculating the increase of population from this source. Similarly the emigration 
from Ontario to Manitoba is liable to error owing to many young men going there to 
work in the spring, returning often in the autumn. The following returns relating to 
both immigration and emigration are given : 

According to the report of the Minister of the Interior for 1897, the total immi- 
grants arriving by ocean steamers in Canada, was 27,209. Of these, 19,304 had Canada 
as their destination, 9,709 of them settling in Manitoba, the North-West Territories and 


Ef] 


- British Columbia, leaving 9,595 for distribution to the other provinces, Making allowance 
for the emigration to the North-West of 455 settlers and assuming half of the 9,140 
immigrants to have come to Ontario, there was an increase of 4,570. 


From the imperfect data obtained from the Board of Trade returns in England, the 
Registrar-General there has assumed that, for practical purposes, it is preferable to cal- 
culate population from the difference between the births and deaths in any year, not 
attempting to estimate either the immigrants or emigrants. While manifestly this 
method cannot be adopted for such provinces as Manitoba, where there is a notable influx 
of settlers, yet in an old agricultural community as Ontario, it is probably true that the 
increase in the new mining and lumber districts is offset by emigration from the oldest 
counties where machinery and cattle-raising have lessened the need for agricultural 
laborers.

By the power placed upon the Registrar-General under the Act to appoint Division 
Registrars in unorganized territory, he has endeavored to have a Division Registrar 
appointed in every new group of settlements for convenience of registration, and so far 
as known, there is no single area in Ontario where local registration facilities are absent. 


For the reasons given, it is apparent, that there will be an increase yearly of the 
areas of registration, and inasmuch as there is no municipal assessment in unorganized 
territory, its population reported upon, being based on the last census, cannot in any 
accurate manner be estimated. The only method possible has been to take populations 
from the municipal assessment, and by assuming the vital statistics for any neighboring 


unorganized territory to have the same relation to population, we may calculate from the 
returns the probable average population. 


Completeness of Returns. 


Practically the whole population of the Province being within some registration 
division, the accuracy of the statistics, assuming that the estimated population is correct 
for the whole Province, will depend upon the completeness of the returns made by each — 
registrar. The year 1897 is the first complete year for which returns have been made 
under the Act, as revised and consolidated in 1896. The various provisions made under 


the Act, with a view to improving the returns, have been referred to in the last two 
Annual Reports. 


The operation of the Act is seen by a comparison of returns for the several years, 
1892-1897,

_ While it must be remembered that the number of registration divisions has been 
increased since 1892, yet many of these had been already added in 1895, when the 
total returns were slightly less than in 1892. The notable increase in the total returns 


in 1897 may, therefore, be fairly attributed to the better provisions of the new Act for 
obtaining returns. As compared with 1895, it will be seen from the previous tables, 
that the several increases are :—

These results of the first complete year under the operation of the revised Act must 
be considered remarkable, as illustrating what is possible, when a practical scheme is put 
in operation, wherein, with exactness of detail in the definite legal requirements of the 
Act, every possible facility has been given, whereby the provisions of the Act may be 
carried out with no inconvenience or irksomeness to a single member of the community. 


The principal provisions of the revised Act whereby these results have been effected 
may be recalled. 


Ist. That whereby civaiclans, as well as householders, are required to report births. 


2nd. That requiring clergymen to make a half-yearly return of all marriages cele- 


brated by them during the previous half-year, as well as the monthly return of each 
marriage. 


3rd. The clause in the Marriage Act, requiring issuers to forward to the Registrar- 
General, the particulars of every license issued by them. 


4th. The prohibition of all funerals until a burial permit has been issued by the 
Division-Registrar, which can only be done after registration of the death. 


5th. The privilege of sending all blank forms free through the mails, and the sup- 
plying of post-card blanks of every kind, with envelopes for free transmission by the 
local registrars to clergymen, physicians and householders. 


6th. The increase of the fee to Division-Registrars for each registration return. 


7th. That whereby a Burial permit may be issued, in the case of townships, by the 
nearest Division-Registrar, the original return being sent to the proper Division for regis- 
tration. 


! 8th. That whereby a clause requires Division Registrars to make monthly returns 
of all deaths from contagious disease occurring during the previous month, 


That the working of the Act has proved, in a large measure, satisfactory, may be 
gathered not only from the increased returns, but also from the comparatively few 
enquiries made during the year regarding the meaning of clauses of the Act, and the 

absence of complaints as to their irksomeness. 


Not only, however, are the returns larger, as already seen, but they are also more com- 
plete than ever as regards the particulars asked for. Indeed, it is now the exception to 
find an incomplete return, and the omission is generally in some unimportant item, not 
readily obtainable by the Division-Registrar. 
~ In one point only is it believed that the returns are otherwise than practically 
complete, and this is the return of births. While the provision requiring physicians to 
report births has been a most important means of improving the returns, yet there is no 
doubt from a close examination and comparison of returns, that births in some municipali- 
ties are yet by no means complete. By examining returns of Division Registrars who 
are known to take advantage of every known means to obtain complete returns, it is 
found that births stand to deaths, practically as two to one. Again, it will have been 
noticed that since a burial can legally take place only on a burial permit, and as a death 
isa matter of general knowledge, and not readily overlooked, the percentage of increase 
in deaths, with no general increase of sickness, but rather the opposite, has amounted to 
23 per cent., whereas births have increased but 13 per cent. 

/ 
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Moreover, in a certain proportion of cases where, amongst the poor, and in outlying 
settlements, no physician has been in attendance at a birth, there will be in such cases, 
doubtless, a frequent neglect on the part of householders to register births It is readily 
possible, however, to determine where such omissions are habitual, and it is found to be 
principally in those municipalities where the Division-Registrar is not allowed the 
legal fee for each registration ; the council having commuted his fees, he agreeing, doubt- 
less under protest, to perform all the duties of clerk for a fixed sum.

To the great credit, however, of the municipal clerks, it would seem that many, in 
spite of the fact that they are deprived of what the Legislature has specially stated they 
are entitled to, faithfully perform their duties as Division-Registrars. It is hoped that 
the difficulty may in some manner be overcome by legislation. If then, the percent- 
age of increase, actually obtained in the returns of deaths, be applied to births, and it is 
probable it should be more rather than less, there would be some 4,000 births added to 
the returns, or a total ef 51,500 would have been recorded. If, however, the investiga- 
tion, which has been already referred to, in the larger centres as in several cities shows an 
extended neglect, it is quite probable that even this increase should be further added to, 
in order that the true birth-rate of the Province may be arrived at. It may further be 
stated that from 307 replies sent in answer to a circular to Division Registrars thirty, 
or ten per cent. state their fees are commuted ; and in many others are practically so,. 
since the salary as the clerk is reduced. 


Movement of population in Ontario. 


Remembering that the settlement of Ontario has taken place almost wholly within. 
the past 100 years, it is manifest that conditions of settlement have made it impossible to 
make comparati7e studies in any close degree comparable to those which can be made 
between districts in old countries, as England or France, which have been settled for 
hundreds of years. Not less interesting, however, is the study of the statistics which 
are available, such as the census returns, since new influences are seen operative, in some. 
ways different from those in the older countries of Europe. Especially are such seen 
where settlements rapidly spring up, as now may be seen in the new mining camps of 
British Columbia, and as formerly occurred in Ontario, where the lumbering industry in 


the new agricultural communities, at first formed a large portion of the business of many 
counties. 


Not only did such industries greatly influence the movement of population in what. 
was then Upper Canada, but they were repeated decade after decade in successive coun- 
ties as such were opened up for settlement. 


Owing to the fact of the frequent redistribution of population into electoral districts 
with different boundaries, it has been difficult to make accurate comparisons of all the 
counties as they now exist, but the following table for three periods taken from the 
census returns for 1851 and 1881 along with the population used as the basis of this. 
report, show in an interesting manner the movement of population in Ontario.

Excepting Wellington and Waterloo, which were first opened for settlement about 
1825, the other of the following counties had, excepting Kent, made great progress in 
settlement, by the census year 1851. Especially had settlement been rapid between 
1840 and 1850, as may be seen from the following figures of population in Upper Canada in 
different years :

It will be seen that as between 1840-51, the population increased over 100 per cent., 
and that some of the counties—as Brant, Lincoln, Prince Edward—were com- 
pletely settled in 1851, asan increase since then has been wholly in the county towns ; 
the rural population being actually less than in 1851. This loss was apparently in Brant, 
5,234 in 1891; and in Prince Edward, 3,434 in 1891. Such illustrations serve to illustrate 
whatan unstable thing population ina new country has been. From the enormousincrease of 
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population in the decade 1840-50, it is manifest that the influences affectirg the population 
were external to the Province. Economic causes, as the depression of agriculture in 
Britain and the Irish famine, played an important part in the settlement of Upper 
Canada at that time, and such influence was dcubtless greatest in those counties already 
partially settled. That daring the past three decades, there should have been in such 
counties a successive decline of the population, is a phenomenon, the causes of which 
it is here not necessary to discuss at length ; but it is important, as indicating a condition, — 
which in succeeding decades, has likewise been operative in other counties, where a 
general settlement followed at a period later than in these oldest counties. ‘ 


Thus Perth, Huron, Bruce, Grey, Simcoe, etc., are counties where settlement becam 
general only at a time when the oldest counties were practically filled up. .

Again, a later movement of population went on, when the /ree grant lands of 
Muskoka, Parry Sound, Haliburton, Victoria, Hastings and Renfrew, were opened up, 
after Confederation, and settlement began about 1870; and finally there has been a 
widening of this movement during the last fifteen years, since the Caaadian Pacific Rail- 
way opened up the country from Pembroke to Rat Portage. 


From the statistical standpoint, these successive movements of population are of 
extreme importance, in enabling us to study intelligently, those vital conditions which 
affect very markedly, the rates of births, deaths and marriages. ) 


As an illustration of what is meant, Dr. John Tatham, in the supplement to the 55th — 
annual report of the Registrar-General of England, in a special study of the deaths for 
1881-90, says, ‘‘ It is therefore futile to compare the crude death rates of different districts, 
unless their populations are known io be alike with respect to age and sex constitution,” — 
and illustrates the fact by taking the populations of Norfolk and Lancashire from the — 
census of 1891, and points out the difference in the age distribution. Thus :—

Owing to the different distribution of these two populations, as regards rural and 
urban residence, and the difference in occupation, it will be seen that the number of 
persons in Norfolk, over 45 years of age, is 68 more than in Lancashire. As the average 
death-rate in persons over 45 was over four times as great as under that age it is plain 


Se no close comparison of the total mortality, or crude death rates, in such cases can be 
made. 
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Yet still another illustration of this movement of population and its different 
distribution according to age periods may be taken from the Report on Vital Statistics of 


‘Ireland for 1897. In 1897, the returns for Ireland, give births 106,664, and deaths 


83,839, or a natural increase of 32,825. As there were 32,535 emigrants recorded, there 
was, unless made up by an immigration, of which no record has been kept, a loss of 
population of nearly 10,000. While the greatest average marriage rate was 5.03 per 
1,000 in 1897, that in the province of Connaught, including the counties of Galway, 
Leitrim, Mayo, Roscommon and Sligo, average only 3.3 per 1,000, and the average birth. 
rate but 20 per 1,000. 


Or to take another return depending upon conditions, comparable to that in at least 


_ several of our old counties, from the report of the Registrar-General of Scotland, 1897, it 


is found that while in the group of districts known as the Insular Rural, the census of 
1881 gave a population of 130,388 ; this was decreased to 123,163 in 1896. Not only is 
this decline very remarkable, amounting, in spite of the natural increase of births over 
deaths, to 7,225 between 1881-1896, but the excess of females over males, which was in 
1881, 8,030 in the 130,388, had increased 601 in 1896. As would be supposed, the 
birth rate shows an intimate connection with these figures. Thus, while the birth rate 
for all Scotland in 1896, was 30.9 per 1,000, and that in the principal town districts, was 
32.5 per 1,000—that in the Insular Rural district was but 22.7 in 1896—with an illegiti- 
mate rate of 6.65 per cent. of all births, rising in one county to 14.61 per cent. of all 
births. ,

This comparative table illustrates the fact above alluded to, that with but little 
immigration in a population like that in a rural district in England, Ireland and Scot- 


land, the births are proportionately lower, and hence the percentage of persons living in 


the age period 0-4 is 1 5 per cent. lower in Ontario than in England, and 0.8 than in the 
United States. :

In a previous paragraph some of the causes which have been operative in producing 
not only variations in the comparative birth rate of different counties in Ontario have 
been pointed out, but by comparative illustrations it has been shown that in every country, 
where similar influences have been operative, there are districts in which the birth rate 
is abnormally low. In view, however, of public attention having been called to the low 
recorded birth rate of Ontario, taken asa whole, not only in previous reports of the Registrar- 


Generil, but also owing to the matter having during the past year been referred to ina 


resolution adopted by the Montreal Synod of the Ohurch of England, deploring the fact ; 
and inasmuch as strongly worded articles on the subject have appeared in the daily 
press, it seems proper that the Registrar-General should present as many statistical facts 
bearing on the matter as are available in order that any inferences as to me causes for 
this low birth rate may be based upon extended data. 


The following grouping of Ontario counties, classified as far as prastiea i on the 
basis of the periods of their settlement presents facts of interest regarding the birth rate, 


it always being remembered that the returns are to some extent defective.

These two tables are new and are of unusual interest, from the standpoint of social evolu- 
tiou, as giving an accurate idea of the appreciation in which the practice of medicine is 
held in the province, of the advance of settlement and of the availability of medical men in 
the different new districts and the financial ability of the people to employ their services. 
For practical purposes it may be assumed, since the Division Registrars are required 
to make their returns as complete as practicable, that no physician was employed in those 
instances where no physician’s name is entered in the returns. Thus, in York with 5,549 
births returned, there was but 3-57 where no physician was present. On the other hand, 
in Renfrew, there were 50% of cases where no physician was returned, and practically 
the same percentage in Algoma. In the whole province there were 16.4% of cases not 
attended by a physician. What a great assistance the physicians may be in securing 
complete returns is amply illustrated by these returns; and how much neglected this 
duty has been in some places is seen by the results of investigation in the cities already 
referred to. 


Another point of interest as bearing most directly on the birth-rate is obtained from 
the following table, giving the population of some towns and villages in succes- 
sive periods. In the column for 1897, the population is that taken from the assessment 
returns for 1896. The birth-rate in such as are stationary or decreasing in population

is illustrated. The low rate in such simply indicates that those persons of a marriageable 
age, notably the young men, have migrated, as may be proven by reference to the low 
‘marriage-rate in such municipalities, or to imperfect returns.

a _ From these several tables the following facts may be summarized : 


#*% 1st. That the older the settlement of any county, or the earlier the period at which 
in agricultural district was filled up with population the less the present relative number 
of settlers, in those periods of life during which children are born, in comparison with the 
1umber of population, and if this population be not increased, the lower, proportionately, 
will be the birth rate, and the greater the number of deaths relatively of persons in the 
ater periods of life. To illustrate the point the following table gives the number 
f deaths at different age periods in two counties and two towns. Renfrew has increased 
apidly, while Prince Edward has rather decreased ; Belleville city has remained station- 
iry, while Owen Sound has notably increased.

2nd. That as seen in Table I in the more newly settled counties, as Bruce, Simcoe, 
Muskoka, and Parry Sound, the birth rate is decidedly higher. 


3rd. That in the most recently settled districts of Algoma, Nipissing and Rainy River 
the birth rate, even though necessarily incomplete, is high. 


4th. That in certain cities the birth rate is lower than in others, and it is seen to be 
always lower in those where population has become more or less stationary, and where 
the age at marriage both of males and females is proportionately higher than where 
population is increasing rapidly by immigration, as is well seen in the subsequent para- 
eraph relating to marriages. 


Such are some of the principal conclusions which, as have been stated, are fully borne 
out by the data supplied in the tables. 


We have, however, to deal with other facts which are obtained from the returns, and 
from such data as are obtainable from the assessment returns. There are in Ontario a 
number of cities which during the last nine years have shown a large increase in popula- 
tion, such as Toronto, Ottawa, Hamilton, London, Brantford, Berlin and St. Thomas. 
Their birth rates are low, absolutely and relatively, in comparison with those of any other 
country, as may be seen by reference to Table 2. Further, the marriage rate is an aver- 
age one, as: may be seen from the table in a succeeding paragraph dealing with marriages. 


The marriage rates are, however, higher than they should be, inasmuch as it is the cus- 
tom in a certain number of instances for persons residing in surrounding districts to go to 
neighboring towns to be married. Thus, as will be seen in tables under the paragraph: 
relating to marriages, Toronto, with a marriage rate of 7.6 per 1000, had but 637 of! 
grooms and 85% of brides resident in the city. Hence the true marriage rate would be 
5.7. Age at marriage has a direct bearing on the number of children born, and as will be 
seen from a further table in the same paragraph, there is an upward tendency in the ages: 
of those marrying. Thus the mean age at marriage in the thirteen cities of Ontario in: 
1897 is, for husbands 29.35, and for wives 25.30. That the rate is, in the instance of! 
wives, as favorable to a normal birth rate as in England, is seen in the fact that for 189 
the rate there was, husbands, 28.43, and for wives, 26.21 years. As has before been 
stated, the birth rate there in 1896 was 29.7 per 1000, or uearly one-third higher than im 
Ontario, for the births recorded. Gn the basis of the English marriage rate, 7.5 per 1000 
in 1896, the birth rate in Ontario cities as based on the marriage rate, even though 
be taken as 257 less than the recorded rate of 9 8 per 1000, should be nearly that o: 
England, or 29 per 1000. Manifestly, therefore, there is in Ontario cities a birth ra 
not more than two-thirds of the English average, and even if 107% be added on for inco 
plete returns, it still approaches that of France, 
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_ «Assuming, however, after allowing for imperfect registrations, that the basis estab- 
lished between marriages and births is a fair one, it would seem impossible not to conclude 


that certain other influences, which may be termed of a social or moral character, must 
be operative to produce such a low birth rate 


In the report of the Registrar-General for 1894, some of these influences were 
referred to. According to the standpoint from which the subject is viewed by different 
persons, the duty of the Registrar-General is simply to point out the simple tabulated 
results of these returns, and leave to economists and moralists to draw lessons from 
them ; or, on the other hand, inasmuch as the population of a state has long been looked 
upon as the real basis of wealth, it would seem proper to briefly refer to these other 
causes which seem to influence the birthrate. 


Assuming then that it is proper to draw such inferences as may fairly be made from 
these statistics, it must be acknowledged with regret that, after making every allowance 
for defects in the returns of births in Ontario, the conclusion seems inevitable that the 
birth rate of Ontario is lower than under normal conditions, such as with the increase of 
population generally, it should be. The following table would seem to illustrate this.

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Remembering the remarkably low death rate, which we have reason to believe is 
nearly correct, it appears that, compared with the New England States, the increase is 
satisfactory, and indeed most satisfactory, when it is remembered that all of these have — 
within recent years received great accessions to the factory population of French Canadians, | 
whose fecundity is illustrated by the statistics of the Province of Quebec. It is apparent, — 
however. that the rate of increase is notably lees than in almost all European countries. 
If comparison be made of the marriage rates it is apparent, further, that the Ontario rate 


is an average one.

That our population is increasing with average rapidity must, from the ecomomic © 
standpoint, afford a measure of satisfaction. When, however, the practical completeness | 
of the death returns is remembered, it must be apparent that the increase is principally — 
due to the remarkably low death rate. Indeed, were the death rate that ef France, the 
Ontario population would be practically stationary. If we further examine the marriage © 
rate, it appears that no intimate relationship is seen between the low birth rates and — 
counties with low marriage rates. See Table I. . 


What does seem to be apparent, however, is that counties located in certain sections 
of the country, and settled at more or less distinctly separate periods, show some generally 
operative influences affecting the birth rate, and this in counties where the marriage — 
rate is practically up to the average. What seems apparent is that where the popa- 
lations are largely from European countries and from Quebec, where as yet they may 
be said to hold to, in some measure, the simpler habits of life of their ancestors—where, 
indeed, as we may say, life is ruder and more rural—the birth rate is, on the whole, 
_ definitely higher, even though the marriage rate may be, as it is in many instances, actually 
lower. On the other hand, where cities, towns and villages are older and more numerous, 
where urbanizing influences are greater, where so called modern ideas prevail, and where — 
the life of the people has become more artificial, there may be seen a very general ten- 
dency to a lowered birth-rate. 


This subject of the tendency to a lowered birth rate, amongst the more advanced 3 
peoples of Europe and America has occupied the attention of many statisticians and 
writers on questions of economic and social reform, and those who are leaders of moral 
and religious thought during especially the last twenty-five years. To cite the writings 
of such would require a smal! treatise; but it may be said that since the time when 
political economists and philanthropists began, early in the century, to study the problem 
of over population, as during the years between 1840-50, when the first enormous emigra- 
tion from the British Isles began, due to depression in agriculture and famine, the question 
of the limitation of the birth rate by prudential marriages, as urged by Malthus, has 
never ceased to be a subject of discussion. In still more recent years, however, the ques- 
tion of artificial checks to procreation, has become, as it were, an advance on the teach- 
ings cf Malthus, and indeed a school of pamphleteers and sot-disant philanthropists, in 
the guise of writers of novels, have brought the teachings of the Neo-Malthusians before 
the attention of the public, giving their sophistries those alluring and pleasing qualities 
by which the minds of many men and women are only too readily influenced. Itis natural 
that amongst such writers many should be women ; some moved thereto, at times, doubt- 
less, from womanly sympathy for their sisters amongst the poor, borne down with the 
cares of children; others have been urged to speak from the standpoint of the emanci- 
pated woman, whose ambition it is to enter the arena of public affairs and dispute the 
field with men, and a yet still larger number have adopted this new philosophy from 
the standpoint of personal selfishness, and declare that they will recognize no duty

which will deprive them of the right to enjoy to the fullest whatever society may bring 
them of pleasure, and utterly refuse to undergo, if it can be avoided, the pains and incon- 
veniences of maternity, while accepting the social protection, privileges and joys which 
marriage can bring them. 


It would be idle to expect or deny that as the outcome of such theories, methods 
should follow and be adopted for putting them into practice ; and it would be sheer 
hypocrisy not to acknowledge that the state to day in Oanada, by allowing the newspaper 
press to distribute daily by thousands advertisements teaching the arts of prevention, and 
by permitting pamphlets of every form and of a still more reprehensible character to be 
sent broadcast through the mails, is giving its tacit sanction to practices which it makes 
‘criminal laws to punish. What is still more remarkable is that the state licenses a business, 
and allows the druggist to carry on a traffic without let or hindrance in every form of 
nostrum and mechanical appliance, having for their end such prevention. Physicians 
too are approached, and it is feared may at times accede to the petitions of their 
clients, to undo what nature has asserted is a logical outcome of her laws. 


This is not the place for teaching public morals, but rather to indicate wherein 
the state has duties in the interests of public health and economic progress. History gives 
attestation to the fact that a degeneracy of manners and morals, which in any degree 
affects the sanctity of marriage and degrades nature’s functions, bears its legitimate fruits 
in national decay and in the destruction of family life. In 1896, French statistics showed 
that fifty-five Departments out of eighty-seven had decreased in population collectively 
399,001 persons from what they had been in 1886 Indeed, in the year 1865 there were 
but 2.9 per cent. of foreigners in France, while out of the total increase of population 
during the succeeding twenty-five years, 26.4 per cent. of it was foreign, and largely 
of Italians. Her debt is the largest in the world, taxation is unbearable, divorces have 
in recent years notably increased, and prostitution is enormously prevalent. The number 
of children is less than two to a family, while a general law exists that when the birth 
rate falls below four in one family, population becomes stationary or declines. That 
the evils of Neo-Malthusianism are, however, almost as prevalent in certain parts of 
the North American continent as in France, may readily be concluded from the birth rate 
in the eastern United States, if that of the foreign-born population be excluded. The 
sanctity of the marriage tie is disappearing at a rate as never before elsewhere, divorces 
being as high as one in every eight marriages in Maine, almost as high in New 
Hampshire, and but little less in neighboring States. 


| It is manifest, therefore, that if the Anglo Saxon race is to fulfil its destiny on the 
American continent, and play the dominant part over inferior races in the march of 
progress, the exponents of 1ts assumed superiority will have to preach a gospel of 
‘patriotism of which to-day they seem singularly blind. Social degeneracy has always 
‘meant national decay, and it is the simple and moral citizens of to-day who will hold the 
supremacy to-morrow. The matter is one which ought to be of the highest interest and 
importance to the teachers and exponents of public morals ; although there may be seen 
in some directions a curious anomaly, whereby those who sanctify marriage and hold its 
responsibilities inviolable, should at times fail to comprehend that the duty of protecting 
human life post natal, is at least as incumbent upon us as when prenatal. The figures, 
however, of the Report have so many points of interest bearing upon this question, that 
it will have been deemed sufficient if it has indicated some of the salient conclusions to 
which they point. 


Births in Cities. It will be noticed in Table TI., that notable variations exist in the 
birth rate of different cities, that of Ottawa being highest. This is probably due, in part, 
to its rapid increase in population during the last two years, thereby making the divisor 
too low, and partly owing to the fact that a iarge maternity home registered 137 births 
as having occurred therein. 

The very high rate in Brantford is, likewise, due in part to the population adopted 
for estimation being too small, but it is, undoubtedly, on the other hand, due to the com- 
pleteness of the returns. The very low birth rate in Stratford is due to very defective 
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returns, and applying the correction made in 1898, due to an investigation by the Inspec- | 
tor, the true rate would approximate 23 per 1,000. Belleville returns are likewise defec- 
tive, as from a statement made by the Division Registrar, are also those of London. 


The following corrected table, in which the population by assessment for 1897 is 
taken, shows the variations due to an incorrect population having been taken :— 


Table with corrected Populations mm Cities, 1896, 1897. 
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As seen in Table I. the average number of marriages is 6.8 for 1897. There 
is an increase in marriages in Ontario in 22 counties, and a decrease in 16, amount- 
ing to 346, for those counties in which a comparison with 1896 is made in Table I. 
This is, however, due to more complete returns, as has already been pointed out. In cities, 
however, while an increase is seen in seven out of thirteen cities, the fact is observed that in 
Toronto, Hamilton and London, there was a decrease respectively of 100, 19 and 117, 
which, in view of the notable increase in population, is remarkable. Even in Ottawa, 
the rate is a decreasing one if the increase in population be allowed for. |

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The extent of the marriage of non-residents in different counties i is s further illustrated 
by the fact that of the licenses returned by counties, 2,479, or only 13 per cent. are 
for marriages solemnized elsewhere. It thus appears that with a marriage rate of 9.8 
per 1,000 the annual birth rate of these cities is only 20.6. Assuming that the birth

countries that there is a distinct tendency to delay marriage, which means necessarily | 
that the proportion of marriageable persons in any community decreases with each semi- — 
decade, and bears a close relationship to the question of a decreasing birth rate. . 


Thus, as was pointed out in the report for 1894, in a specially prepared table of 
persons married in Toronto and to whom children born. were registered within the 
succeeding eighteen months, the proportion of children born in each semi-decade was as __ 
follows : }

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These figures show that 87.3 per cent. of all marriages took place within the first 30. 
years or under of life, leaving but 12.1 per cent.; also that 92.67 per cent. of these births 
oscurred with mothers of 30 or under, leaving but 6.3 per cent. They also show that the 
first three periods have a greater percentage of births relatively to marriages by 0.8 per 
cent., 3.4 per cent. and 1.17 per cent. respectively. It may further be remarked that 
English statisticians have laid it down as a law that had no woman borne children 
before 30 years the normal birth rate would be reduced by one-third. | 


DEATHS. | ‘a 


The total recorded deaths in Ontario during the year 1897 as seen in Table 1, are 
27,633. Taking the average for the 38 counties whose population has been estimated, 
the returns show an average rate per 1,000 of 11.8. This rate is 0.9 greater than in 
1896, when 24,857 deaths were recorded. As stated in the report for 1896, the present 
Act was in operation for five months of that year, and gave an increase over the preced- 
ing year of 2,396 deaths for the year. This year adds 2,776, or a total increase over 
1895 of 5,172 or exactly 23 per cent. As there have been no notable outbreaks of 
contagious diseases during the year, it is evident that the increase is due to more com- 
plete returns. From the very effective operation of that clause of the Act providing 
that no burial can take place until registration of the death has been made, this 
remarkable increase gives the best grounds for the kelief that the record of deaths is

| practically complete. That the death-rate of Ontario is remarkably low has always 


been assumed from the records of those cities, whose cemetery regulations have made a 
burial permit prior to interment necessary, and even this notable per centage of increase 
in 1897 does not seriously effect the low record. It is a notable evidence of improv d 


conditions of life, and of the advance of scientific medicine that the death-records of 


all civilized countries show a downward movement. Thus: 


Death rates per 1,000, 
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How low the annual death rate is, especially in certain inland counties, situated on 
the highlands of the province is seen in the following instances, viz.: Bruce 9.7, Dufferin 
8.4, Grey 9.5, Halton 9.2, Perth 9.5, Wellington 99. These counties while having 
many small towns and villazes, are distinctive in the fact that for the most part they 
lie on the the tableland with an average height. approaching 1,000 feet above the sea, 
and with @ soil composed largely of post glacial, deposits of gravel and sandy loams, and 
have the drainage flowing rapidly towards the Great Lakes. As will be seen in a 
later reference table to the death rate from tuberculosis, this elevated area shows its health- 


fulness in a relative immunity from this disease, the rate of the six counties with a total 
population of 300,398 being but 0.9 in 1,000. A fact of importance in this connection is 
that in the counties of Lincoln and Welland, where much of the Jand is heavy clay, the 


death rates are the highest of all counties except Prescott, which is largely rural, 


Lincoln being 14.4 and Welland 14,4, with a death rate from tuberculosis of 1.8, or just 
double that of the central counties. 


The now well-known effects of drainage in lessening the prevalence of tuberculosis in 
those counties in England situated on clay soils, port to a very obvious need in these 


‘counties. Oarleton, Prescott and Russell, with a large French population, and high birth 


rate, show also a high death rate, Carleton being 20.3, and Prescott and Russell 16.9. 
The city of Ottawa however, is included in Carleton, and has a death rate high owing 
to a large lying-in hospital, as well as three other large general hospitals, much utilized 
by the new country to the north. The salubrity of the northern wooded districts of the 


Laurentian area whose death rates have not been calculated separately in this report has 


been frequently noted, the death rates from tuberculosis being, estimating the population 
as probably 100,000, less than 0.8 in the 1,000. 


Death Rate in Cities —The death rate in cities is estimated at 18.4 on a popula- 
tion of 436,996. The rate is disproportionately high to that of the counties, but if the 
correction for population, based on the assessment returns, be applied the rate would be 
somewhat lower than is given in the tables, The cities of Guelph, Stratford and London 
on the central plateau already referred to maintain the same preeminence for health- 


fulness as do the counties, The city of Ottawa, for reasons already given, has an 


abnormal death rate, as compared with other cities. 


Diseases by classes.—In this year’s report, a rearrangement of diseases by classes has 


_ been made in keeping with a proposition being generally accepted for a common system of 
_ classification approved of by the American Pablic Health Association, which includes the 


United States, Oanada and Mexico, that adopted being the Bertillon of the municipality 
of Paris, France. This decision has been arrived at after a careful consideration of the 
question, the object being first to establish uniformity for purposes of comparison and 
further to adopt a classification simpler and more modern than that of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians of England, as respects the most recent scientific views on causation 
of disease. The classification is a short form, in which the several diseases referred to 
in Table 13 are included in some one class. The Tables 10, 11 and 12 summarize by 
counties, cities and towns the extended tables as found in the appendix. It is to be 
regretted that 2.6 per cent. of all deaths ere found in the ciass of ill-defined causes, 
while by far the largest number of any class has yet to be included under Class XI., 
where the major part are returned as due to debility, atrophy, immaturity in infants 
and to old age. In other respects the returns may be deemed fairly accurate. In 


Tables 13 and 14, however, the analysis of the classes is given by county and city 


totals for each disease, of which ninety-two are set forth in the table. 


Special Diseases. 


Typhoid fever.—This disease shows a mortality of 355, Remembering the genera 
increase this is a remarkably low rate, the total deaths being for the five years, 1893-96 
previous, 1,642. 

The death rate is 0.15 per 1,000 population. The incidence of this disease largely 
depends upon the amount and distribution of the rainfall during the summer months, 
and shows its effects chiefly in rural places, towns and villages without a public water 
supply, and in those cities where well water is still partially used. 

What may be termed typhoid years are indicated in the following table of death 
rates in the cities and principal towns. Thus the years 1895 and 1896 show a prevalence 
above the average. 3

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Tuberculosis. For the first time the total recorded deaths in Ontario for this disease 
have reached 3,000, the total number being 3,154. If, however, the percentage of total 
increase of recorded deaths be applied to the rate for 1895, there would have been 3,040, 
so that the rate has not increased, being exactly 11.7 of the total recorded deaths as it 
wasin 1895 and 1896. | 

This rate includes tuberculous diseases of every kind and gives a rate of 1.4 per 
1,000. High as the rate is, it is low compared with most countries in temperate 
climates. 


Thus England has a rate of 1.30 per 1,000, being but 7 per cent. of all deaths.

The rate of England is a phenomenon very remarkable, since while the death rate 
in the decennium 1861-70 was 2.46 per 1.000, it had decreased to 1-3 in 1896, or nearly a 
half less and slightly Jower than the rate in Ontario. This is all the more remarkable 
when it is seen that Scotland and Ireland stand almost at the same rate as England did — 
thirty years ago. With climates similar this must be conceded as being the highest pos- 
sible test of the progress of that system of public sanitation which has made the Eng- 
lish general death rate with its enormous urban population fali aslowas that of most 
rural populations.

In Tables 15 and 16 is given a statement of deaths due to tuberculosis in the cities 
of Toronto and Ottawa by ages and occupations, These are most interesting as 
illustrating not only how this most fatal disease prevails during the wage-earning periods 
of life, but also how its incidence is especially upon the wage-earning classes. 


The total deaths from other special causes are given in Tables 13 and 14 for the 
whole Province by counties, as well as the deaths in cities and towns. The Tables will 
prove of much value for comparative purposes. 


The report for the year 1897 being that for the first complete year under the 
operation of the amended Registration Act of 1896, which has resulted in so notable an 
increase in the completeness of death returns, with the adoption of the Bertillon System 

of classification, and the addition of several special tables, will serve to mark the vital 
statistics of Ontario as now occupying a position for accuracy and completeness of detail 
in large degree comparable to those of the long-established returns of European countries. 
That they indicate the prevaience of certain preventable diseases will readily be admitted, 
but that they also indicate a marked effect of the operation of sanitary laws is abundantly 
illustrated. That the total mortality of Ontario compares most favorably with that of 
all other countries is so apparent that we have good reason for asserting that in few, if 
any countries, is a higher degree of general health maintained, or are greater climatic 
advantages afforded, whereby the individual may exert his fullest energies with less danger 
of injury to his physical powers and general well-being.

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Report of the Inspector. 


Toronto, January 2nd, 1899. 


To rue Hon. E. J. Davis, 
: Registrar General of Ontario : 


Srr,—I have the honor to report, that during the past year I visited, for purposes 
of inspection, the Division Registrars of seventy municipalities within the counties of 
Brant, Carleton, Dufferin, Frontenac, Halton, Hastings, Lincoln, Lennox and Addington, 
Middlesex, Northumberland and Durham, Ontario, Peel, Perth, Peterborough, Simcoe, 
Waterloo, Welland, Wentworth, and York. I find that, as a general rule, these officials 
are very painstaking in their work, and are honestly endeavoring to secure as complete 
returns as possible of births, marriages and deaths, but frequently their labors do not 
seem to be properly appreciated by the members of the council, or the residents of their 
respective localities. The people do not yet fully comprehend the value of these statistics, 
and many look upon the outlay connected therewith as an actual waste of moncy ; 
consequently the Division Registrars do not receive that active assistance and sympathy 
from the ratepayers to which they are fully entitled. But the greatest drawback of alk 
is the fact that the physicians throughout the Province, with a few notable exceptions, 
make scarcely any pretence of reporting the birth cases which they attend—the section | 
of the Act requiring their attention to this matter being practically a dead letter. A 
few instances will suffice to show the extreme laxity displayed by the doctors in this 
respect :—In Toronto, with birth returns amounting to 4,078, we find that only 856 were 
made by medical practitioners; St. Oatharines shows 200 returns, and only 44 from 
doctors; in Hamilton, less than one-third of the returns are made by physicians, while 
at London, out of 352 returns, not more than .27 were credited to the medical 
fraternity. The Division Registrar of St. Thomas writes as follows. ‘“‘ The medical men 
make but few returns, with one or two exceptions.” In fact, from enquiries made in all 
sections of the Province, the same information is obtained, and that is to the effect that 
the Division Registrars receive but little assistance from the physicians in the collection 
of their birth returns. This, to a considerable extent, accounts for the apparently 
extremely low birth rate in Ontario, In regard to death returns, I have good reason to 
think they are much nearer complete as the section in the Act probibiting the burial of 
any dead body until a burial certificate has been secured is a rather difficult one to get 
over, and I must give the doctors and undertakers credit for pretty strict compliance 
with the Act in this respect. Of course in some places even this imperative section is 
occasionally ignored, but any Division Registrar who is at all anxious to have his returns 
anyways near complete can easily find out the particulars of practically all the deaths 
that occur in his municipality. Marriages are pretty thoroughly reported, the clergy 
men, with very few exceptions, giving every assistance in this respect, although some o 
them are occasionally a little slow in making their returns, 

In a former report I made the following recommendations, viz: ‘ The amount due 
each Division Registrar, as shown by certificate from the Registrar General, should be 
a lien upon said municipality until paid, and no mutual agreement for commutatio " 
should be considered legally binding upon the Division Registrar.” I would again make 
this recommendation, and in addition would suggest that the Act be changed so that the 
Department would have the power to appoint a Division Registrar in the place of the 
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Municipal Clerk in municipalities where the work is not being well done, or where the 
Councils do not allow the Clerks sufficient salary to enable them to do the work properly. 

In regard to the clerical work and the general completeness of the returns received, 
I have much pleasure in stating that a most marked improvement has taken place since 
the amendments to the Act came into force. Very few schedules have now to be sent 
back for correction and as a rule the returns are received promptly in time at this 
office. The registers at the offices of the various Division Registrars are with few ex- 
ceptions very creditably kept and the almost unanimous opinion expressed on all sides is 
that the adoption of these books, combined with the increase in the fee of registration, 
has done much towards making the collection of vital statistics seem a much more im- 
portant matter than it forinerly appeared to be, 

Great strides have been made within the last few years towards the goal of reliable 
and complete returns, but much yet remains to be done. We must enlist the active 
sympathy of all classes of the people of the Province in the work, but more especially 
so of the medical practitioners. Newspapers can and, in many instances do, give valu- 
able aid, as when they choose they can place the value of vital statistics so clearly before 
their readers that the most skeptical must be convinced ; but after all, the physicians are 
the ones we must place our greatest reliance upon. They can insure practically full 
birth and death returns if they only put a little more-energy in the work and with very 
little inconvenience to themselves. A strong effort should be made to bring them into 
line. It is now nearly three years since the amended Act came into force, and by this 
time all the officials and others whose duties are clearly defined in its ‘several sections 
should be well posted in these duties, and there is now no reasonable excuse why they 
should not comply with them. Under these circumstances I would therefore strongly 
urge that during the coming year prosecutions be instituted in every case where it is 
evident that through indifference or negligence the provisions of the Act are not being 
complied with. Such action by the Department would seem to be the only way to stir 
up a keen interest in vital statistics and I have no doubt but that a few prosecutions in 
different sections of the Province would awaken our people to the fact that the registra-. 
tion of births, marriages and deaths was a real “live issue” which must be attended to 
in accordance with the provisions of the Act.. I havethe honor to be, sir, .

The total marriages recorded in 1898 in 777 municipalities and returned to the 
Registrar-General, were 15,375 as compared with 15,293 in 1897. This gives a marriage 
rate of 6.7 for the Province, or 0.1 less per 1,000 population than in 1897, its rate having 


22 which showed an increase in 1897. There seems to have been no general rule governing: 
the increases and decreases as compared with the previous year. Thus, Carleton in 1897, 
showed a decrease of 19, and in 1898 an increase of 1; Essex, in 1897, showed a 
decrease of 52, and in 1898 an increase of 147. This latter. rate of course, as mentioned 
in previous reports, is largely influenced by marriages of persons from the United States, 
An interesting series of increases is seen in a group of counties in Eastern Ontario, viz, 
Lanark, 51; Lennox and Addington, 17; Peterborough, 32; Prescott and Russell, 60 ; 
and Stormont and Glengarry, 20. An equally important group of decreases is seen in 
Western Ontario, viz, in Elgin, 36; Kent, 12; Lambton, 23; Middlesex, 69; Norfolk, 
33; Oxford, 10; Lincoln, 38 and Welland, 20. Thus, with the single exception of 
Brant, with the small increase of 29, every county in the double tier of counties along 
Lake Erie, showed a decrease in the marriage rate amounting toa total of 261. A 
similar but less notable decline in the rate is seen to have occurred in Huron, with 63;. 
in Bruce, 9, and in Simcoe, 11. 
This decline, especially in the Luke Erie counties, seems to be general in regard to: 

m irriages ; these having hitherto been assumed to be fairly well returned, and to be still 
more complete, since the amendment to the Marriage Act in 1897, requiring license. 
issuers to forward to the Registrar-General copies of all licenses issued by them. No 
explanation of this uniform decrease, except on the supposition of alterations in the 
movement of populations, especially in rural districts, and therewith a variation in the 
age period of the resident inhabitants seems possible. The variation in the population 
of districts by age periods, has been frequently referred to in the reports of the Regis- 
trar-General of England, as affecting directly the marriage as well as the birth and 
death rates, In addition to this, however, it would appear that this decline in the mar- 
riage rate in Ontario is arsociated with a distinct tendency to delay marriage. . As was 
stated in the Report for 1897 :— 
“ Taken in conjunction with the following table of percentages of marriages in the 
several life periods by counties, this table affords evidence similar to that in other coun- 
tries, that there is a distinct tendency to delay marriage; which means, necessarily that 
the proportion of marriageable persons in any community decreases with each semi- 
decade ,and bears a close relationship to the question of a decreasing birth-rate.” : 


Marriaces in Cities.—The total marriages recorded in 1898 in the thirteen cities of 
Ontario, witha pag eit of 441,360 was 4 589, or a total of 381 over 1897. The increases 
occurred principally in Toronto, with 195; Ottawa, with 118; and Windsor, with 90. Several 
cities showed a decrease, London having 30 ; Kingston, 40; St. Thomas, 7 is uelph, 
23, and St. Catharines, 22. If these increases and decreases be compared with the 
population increase in 10 years, as shown in the table of births in cities on page 30, il 
will bs seen that the cities with a decreased marriage rate, are cities wlth a practically 


population becomes applicabls as possibly explaining such decreases. There is reason, 
however, to believe that the causes which have been shown to produce defective birth 
returns, hive been operative to some extent in the case of marriages as well. Thus 
London which showed a decrease of marriages in 1897 of 177, shows a further decrease of 
30 in 1898; but by a recently received return for 1899, it shows an increase over 1898 0 
71, ora total of 360 marriages for the year. It is interesting to, note that the Registrar 
of London received for the first time fees for the work done in 1899, ; 

As in former Reports it will be noted that the marriage rate in cities, as seen 1D 
table 2, is high as compared with the general rate, it being 10.3 per 1,000. If the anom: 
alous rate in Windsor be separated from the balance of the cities, the marriage rate 
cities may be considered as 9.0. While it is true that this rate should properly |

Apart from these causes for variations from the average rate, there is the ques- 
jion of completeness of returns, An illustration, that of London, has been given of how 
very class of persons responsible for making returns is lax in reporting, in proportion to 
jhe indifference of the registrar ; hence we are unable to believe that all clergymen 
yatematically make returns of marriages celebrated by them, This supposition is 


groven by the results of a prolonged search for records of marriages for which licenses. 


‘turned by the Registrar-General, were grantel in 1897. The Registrar-General 
received during the year 12,153 marriage license cards from the various issuers and 
leputy issuers throughout the Province. After allowing a delay of six months so that 
ll clergymen, registrars and issuers might send in their respective returns, a comparison 
was made of the licenses with the lists of marriages returned, with the result that 1,980 
were found not to have been recorded in the municipalities where the licenses were 
ssued. The Registrar-General thereupon issued a circular letter to each Division Regis- 
rar, giving the names cf persons for whom a marriage license had been issued, but 
whose names did not appear in the marriage returne, and asked that enquiry and a reply 
‘garding the matter be promptly made. 

_ Much correspondence with license issuers, clergymen and others, resulted from this 
‘ircular, explaining in many instances why certain marriages had not been returned. A 
mmon reply from clergymen was that the matter had been overlooked or forgotten ; in 
i few instances the reply was that the lady had changed her mind before the ceremony 


vas performed ; while a still commoner reply was that the license was issued in one 


nunicipality, while the marriage had been celebrated in another. 

It was a fairly satisfactory result of such a tedious search that the Registrar-Gen- 
al should have succeeded in obtaining 490 marriages, the recording of which would not 
iave otherwise occurred. This amounted to 3 per cent. of the total marriages recorded. 
Che work for 1898 is yet incomplete, but as a result of enquiries in nine counties, with 
he despatch of 104 letters respecting 248 marriager, 40 replies have been received 
egarding 72 marriages. To show how difficult it is to obtain complete statistics of this 
tharacter, it may be mentioned that 35 returns of marriage licenses issued were made to 
he department from Frontenac in 1898 for which no corresponding marriages are found 
mrecord. These omissions occurred in nine municipalities ; letters were sent to the 
egistrars of each. Only three replies, covering eight marriages, were received, resulting 
n three marriages having been found recorded in some other municipality. 

- DistriputTion oF MARRIAGES.—The distribution of marriages by months becomes a 
natter of some interest in connection with accuracy of returns. In 1898 as in other 
tears, the month of December shows a large number of marriages to have taken place, 
wing one-tenth of the total for the year. As the Act gives thirty days as the time for 
naking a return, it is plain that a certain number of marriages celebrated in 1898 
vould be registered in 1899, The month of June, 1898, as in 1897, has fallen to second 
lace, June returning the highest number of marriages in any month, it being 1,741 ; 
thile May, as in several past years, returns 897, or the lowest in the year, 

e The relative number of persons by denominations who were married in 1898 will be 
ound in table 8, ‘This relative number is practically the same as for many years past.

ie The total number of deaths recorded in Ontario in 1898 was 26,370, as compared 
i 27,633 in 1897, being a decrease of 1,263. On a basis of population seen in table 1 
his gives a death-rate of 11.5 per 1,000 or a reduction of 07 per 1,000 as compared 
rith 1897. Of the 44 counties 12 only skow an increase, while 32 show a decrease. Of 
hose showing any notable increase, we have Perth with 77, Wentworth 87, Peter- 
orough 30, Grey 35, and Duff-rin 31. Of the decreases the principal are York with 
00, of which 256 occurred in Toronto, Renfrew 145, Prescott and Russell 139, Huron 
9, Bruce 67, Middlesex 63, Norfolk 52, and Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry 95. 
_ There is reason to believe that the death returns are in a large measure complete, 
ring to the stringent laws against burial without a permit. Lt is gratifying to know 
there is no county showing a great increase, Some instances may exist of an in- 


ing

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crease due to improved registration, but a close examination of the table of deaths fror 
different diseases may serve to explain an anormal increase, owing to there having g bee 
an outbreak, as of diphtheria during the year. 

The death- rate must be considered as showing an extremely satisfactory condition o 
the public health, especially in the matter of preventable diseases. That it is especial 
to this class of diseases that the reduction is due is seen in the fact that while in 189 
the death rate from small-pox, scarlatina, diphtheria, measles, whooping cough a 
typhoid caused 6 per cent. of the total deaths, this rate in 1898 was reduced to 5 pe 
cent. of the total deaths. Or while the total reduction of deaths was 0.45: per 1,000 ij 
1898 as compared with 1897, Ret reduction caused by the decrease in preventable di 
eases is shown to have been 22 per cent. of this reduction, while in 1897 this class pre 
duced but 6 per cent. of the ‘ot reduction, 

The distribution of deaths by Counties in 1898, as re the rate per.1,000, show 
much the same condition as in the several past years. Thus of the group of countie 
along Lake Huron and on the central plateau, viz —Bruce, Grey, Wellington, Halto 
and Pertb,—all but Perth show a death-rate below 10 per 1,000. Further, it may 
stated that the counties of Lincoln and Welland, with their clay lands and lower lev 
again show a Higher rate, but with a definite decline of 1.9 and 1.5 respectively pe 
1,000. The St. Lawrence counties of Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, Leeds and Grex 
ville similarly maintain their higher rate. They, however, likewise show a reduction ¢ 
1 4 in the first, while the latter is practically the same as in 1897. The seemingly hig

Regarding the several groups, that of Communicaéle Diseases, including all tk 
except tuberculosis, dealt with under the Public Health Act is of interest. The total 
Ontario is 1,709, while the group in Michigan gives a total of 2,015, or 0.85 compal

‘ Of Diseases of the Puerperal class, the totals in ‘Ontario were 245 as compared with 
387 in Michigan, or more than one third less, 


Of the group which includes malformations, diseases of infants and diseases of old 


age, the total in Ontario is 5,745 as compared with 1,960 in Michigan. : 
+ In this respect the Michigan returns show a noted improvement over the Ontario 
returns, and indicate a much greater accuracy in the return of causes of deaths, and 
hence of the classification of disease under the several special classes. In the Ontario 
returns, 2,915 ef the total under this class occur under one year, and 2,763 over 70 years ; 
while i in Michigan, but 1,171 are given under one year, and 657 under senile debility. 
_ Itmay further be stated that the notable difference in Diseases of Circulation in these 
reports may be due to heart failure in the Ontario returns occurring in persons over 70 
having been placed in the class of diseases of old age.

The remarkable falling off so pronounced in 1898 must doubtless be due to vari ow 
influences, amongst which primarily may be placed the greatly increased knowleds 
amongst the people of its extremely contagious character, and the greater activity of th 
Local Boards of Health in suppressing outbreaks; secondly, to the seasonal influe nce! 
peculiar to the year 1898 ; but especially to the greatly increased use by physicians ¢ 
antitoxin, both in a curative and @ preventive way. Comparisons with other states ant 
countries have been made in previous tables, but the following reductions in deaths sine 
1884 in the various cities will especially illustrate the decrease due to the last cause, sinci 
the use of antitoxin in America only began with 1895, while in France and Germany 1

a Sir, —I have the honor to report that during the past year I visited for purposes of 
spection the Division Registrars of municipalities within the counties and districts of 
igoma, Frontenac, Halton, Hastings, Huron, Lennox, Lincoln, Leeds & Grenville, Middle- 
x, Muskoka, Northumberland & Durham, Nipissing, Parry Sound, Thunder Bay, Rainy 
iver, Peel, Perth, Simcoe, Stormont, Wentworth and York. The following summaty 
anumber of places visited will give a fair idea of how the Registration Act is carried 
to effect throughout the Province, 
In the City of London I find the physicians make scarcely any pretence of register- 
g births, and few of them even obtain the cards necessary for the purpose from the 
vision Registrar. The returns are almost invariably made personally by some member of 
¢ household, and it is clear that many births take place which are not reported atall. In 
arriages the returns appear to be pretty complete, as the clergymen of the city as a rule 
every careful in making their reports.

In looking for reasons for the defective registration of births and deaths sever 
very cogent ones present themselves. In the first place we know that “ what is ever) 
body’s business is nobody’s business,” and when the ordinary citizen learns the numbe 
of people who are called upon to see that the proper registration is made he is aptt 
decide to ‘ leave it to the other fellow.”

then stated: “TI regret to say thatas a rule they simply do not do their duty, and whe 
such an intelligent aud highly educated class fails to carry out the law it can scarcely 
expected that ‘the masses’ will comply with it in every respect.” What was irue 
is unfortunately almost equally true to-day. Educating the profession to do wotk 
which they take such little interest makes slow progress in Ontario. 

We will now consider the position of the Division Registrar which as the ‘Ade or 
vides is filled by the Clerk of each municipality. I desire to again place on record 
opinion that as a rule these officials are active and intelligent men who are painstak 


md energetic in their capacity as Municipal Clerks, but they are with few exceptions , 
ery much underpaid for the work they are called upon to do. It is surprising to learn ts 8: 
ven in comparatively wealthy municipalities how meagre their salary really is, while in He 
fany of the smaller townships they rece:ve a mere pittance for work that certainly - pee 
s of considerable importance. Under these circumstances these gentlemen do not feel sy 
ery much like devoting time or attention to the duty of collecting vital statistics, In 
ities and towns their time is principally taken up with their municipal work, while in — 
ownships the area is so great which they have to attend to that it is a most difficult 
natter to secure complete returns. Then again, the work connected with the Registration 
ict is of an ex officio nature ; the registrar is not appointed by this Department, and 
onsequently there is a feeling among many of them that they cannot be held responsible 
or work which is outside of their regular duties, 
_ Taking all these matters in consideration is it any wonder we find that so many 
Jivision Registrars are quite satisfied with the returns that come to them in the ordinary 
purse of events, and think they have dene their full duty when they record these returns 
nd send their schedules to this department once every six months. The Registrar — yes 
meral may not be satisfied with the extent of the returns made, but what is hetodo? = = 
. Division Registrar states he has used ‘all available means to obtain the necessary | 
nformation,” as called upon to do by the Act. He cannot be expected to go toany great 
xpense in obtaining such information and his statement that he “ has used all available 
2eans ” must be accepted. He is a municipal clerk, not a government official. Were he ae 
he latter, while the returns might yet be far from complete, they certainly would not’ a 
splay the great discrepancies shown in the table of comparisons attached to this report.

innual Report regarding Births, Marriages and Deaths in the Province of Ontario, it 
eing for the year 1899, 


Population. 


_ In the absence of any census in 1899 the basis upon which the population for the 
ear is calculated is the addition of one per cent. increase to that adopted in 1898, this 
eing a rough estimate of the average yearly increase of births over deaths during the past. 
en years, This gives a population of 2,302,705... In the Report for 1898, the fact of still- 
irths not being registered as births as well as deaths was referred to. This error has. 
een lessened in 1899 through the Division Registrars more regularly registering such as 
irths as well as deaths, 


Births. 


_ The total births recorded in 1899 were 44,705, as compared with 46,599 in 1898, 
howing a decrease of 1,894 and a rate per 1,000 of 19.4 as compared with 20.4 in 1898. 
___ Of this number the cities showed a decrease of 242, the rest of the Province giving 
,652. With the assessors’ returns showing a total increase of urban populations in the 
hirteen cities having 10,000 population of 7,089, it becomes necessary to again refer 
>the fact that whether from imperfect registrations or other causes, the population 
f the Province shows an almost yearly decreasing birth-rate. 

_ Of the 44 counties which include the territorial districts, only 11 show an increase, 
nese being Algoma 9, Brant 54, Lennox and Addington 5, Lincoln 15, Middlesex 36,. 
[uskoka 58, Prescott and Russell 37, Prince Kidward 13, Renfrew 9, and Rainy River 
2; while of the 13 cities, only 6 show any increase, London giving 37, Brantford 5, 
t. Thomas 29, St. Oatharines 2, Windsor 6, and Chatham 12, 

_ Decreases have occurred in the three largest cities, Toronto showing 116, Hamilton 
56, and Ottawa 93, or a total of 365. The towns which in 1898 showed a decrease of 
74, show in 1899 only 92, this being, however, but a slight improvement in a population 
£150,095. 

_ Several counties which showed an increase in 1898, now show notable decreases. 
hus, Oarleton with an increase in 1898 of 96, shows in 1899 a decrease of 144 ; Essex 
ith a previous increase of 44, shows a decrease of 101; Wellington with 52 in 1898, 
a8 in 1899 a decrease of 179; while Wentworth transforms an increase of 157 into a 
crease of 207. Almost all the older settled agricultural counties, with few towns or 
ties, show decreases ; but perhaps slightly less marked than in the previous year. Thus, 
truce has 66, as compared with 157 ; Kent 69, as compared with 89 ; Lambton 27, as 
Mmpared with 61; Ontario 12, as compared with 49; Peterborough 36, as compared 
ith 59 ; while Renfrew shows a slight actual increase as compared with a decrease in 
398 of 169. 
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With regard to the completeness of birth returns, what was remarked in the Repor 
for 1898 may to some extent be repeated for 1899. Thus it was then stated : 

‘Until the Registrar-General is supplied by the city municipalities with return 
approaching correctness, it is useless to attempt to draw any conclusions as to the causes 
of decreasing birth-rates, or for the public to expect to find in the future i in the Registra r 
General’s department records of returns which have never been made,” 

As the returns for Toronto had been notably on the decline, the Division-Registre 
has with the Provincial Inspector, taken steps for improving returns by the issue of; 
circular notifying the public of the penalty for non-registration. Several summonses ha} 
been issued, and by the imposition of fines, it is trusted the returns will be made mor 
complete. F 

In order to show that the conclusion arrived at in past reports regarding the bir th- 
rate is largely true, it may be stated that since notification was sent by circular to tl 
Toronto physicians in May, 1900, once more pointing out the law and threatening thi 
imposition of the penalty, the birth-rate was increased by months as follows : |

That, however, there seems in other countries a somewhat downward tendency it 
the birth- -rate, is gathered from recent reports. The Registrar-General of England | I 
1898, states that the rate is the lowest ever recorded since 1838, when the work first 
began, it being 29.4 per 1,000, and being 1.1. below the ten year’s average. There, too 
different counties vary greatly ; ; thus, Rutland has only 22.9 and Oxford 24.1, ve 
Staffordshire has 35.0, and S. Wales, 33.4 per 1,000. wi 

In Scotland again the general rate in 1898, was 30.8 and while principal towns had 
32.3, the insular rural districts had but 22.6. 

In Ireland again, 1898, the variations were even more remarkable ; for while Antrim 
had 30.9 and Dublin 29.6, Cavan had 17.4, and Roscommon but 16. 8 per 1,000. The 
total average rate was relatively very low, being only 23.2. . 

The more recent figures with annual rates estimated from the returns of the first 
half year of 1900, give similar interesting figures for several American districts, Thu 
the Oonnecticut returns, practically complete it is believed, give a rate of 24.4 per 1,006 
while Buffalo has 20 per 1,000 Baltimore has 32 per 1 ,000, but with a large negro popt 
lation ; New York City has a rate of 22.1 per 1,000, while St. Paul’s rate was as low ai 
16.4 per 1,000. 4 

The several illustrations, taken from the Reports of Bnpland: Ireland and Scotlan¢ 
show clearly what notable differences in birth-rates occur under different industrial a 
social conditions, In Ireland for instance, county rates are in some instances remarkak 
low, that of Cavan being 17.4. It will be noticed that in the counties with the lowes 
birth. rates, the marriage rate is also abnormally low.. In Scotland again, where in the 
rural areas, the population may be said to be stationary or on the decline, the birth-ra 
similarly shows a very great difference from the average, it beinas in the remote insult 
areas only 22.6 per 1,000.

It 
lices to say that the returns of many other countries, states and cities show the same 
ations, which in most instances seem to be due to some of the several causes already 
erred to. 


Marriages. 

_ The total marriages returned for the year were, 16,514, giving a rate of 7.1 per 1,000, 
i being an increase of 1,139 or 0.4 in the rate over 1898, giving of persons married 
2 per 1,000. This is of interest as being in keeping with the general law established 
‘Dr. Farr, the first Division-Registrar of England, that the marriage-rate with the 
ce in wheat was the most delicate index of general prosperity which statistics give. 
us the Registrar-General of England notes that in.1898 the marriage rate had risen in 
cessive years from 1894 to 1898, from 14.7, 15.1, 15.0, 15.8 to 16.0. 

Remembering the Jow rate in Ireland of births, we find its complement in the low 
8 of marriages, this being 4.97 per 1,000, in 1898; but there is nevertheless, as in 
gland, an increase of 0.28 over the rate for the previous ten years.

_ The only regrettable feature of these statistics of marriages in Ontario is the abnor- 
‘rate which has for several years existed in Windsor especially, and several other border 
ms. In Windsor alone, 737 were recorded in 1899, being about 650 above the 
bable number of marriages of ‘residents, and which if subtracted would make the rate 
‘Ontario, 6.89. ' j 

As regards the distribution of marriages by counties, where no exceptional condi- 
8 as that just indicated exist, or that of the abnormally low population estimated for 
oma, the marriage-rate per county is fairly uniform ; nevertheless several instances as 
ton, with 4,8 and Peel with 4.1 indicate a fact of interest perhaps before alluded to, 
+ that certain old settled agricultural districts wherein are no growing towns, seem 
ly to be in the position of some of the older counties of England, where the draft of 
ag men to the cities leaves a young population of whom there is a disproportion of 
les, and marriages are fewer and the age at marriage perceptibly higher, 
‘Marriaczs 1n Orrizs.—As might naturally be expected from the general increase of 
ulation the marriage rate in the cities shows an increase of 238, or an increase of 
er 1,000. 

If the rate for Windsor be reduced to the average of the other cities, the rate would 
0 per 1,000, which remembering the tendency for persons from surrounding districts 
9 to the cities to be married is not abnormally high. It is of further interest to note 
the rate for the towns is similarly high, being 10.8 per 1,000. 
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The completeness of the returns affords much ground for satisfaction, and while i 
is to be expected that the clergymen will yearly make complete returns, it is of gre 
moment that the simple expedient of having a notice reach the Registrar-General 
every license issued supplies a method of insuring practical completeness of returns. V 
following figures show how many marriages were not recorded within the period req t i 
ed by law, but which by subsequent search have been obtained, 

Resutt oF SEARCHES.—The total marriage license cards received at the office 
the Registrar-General were 13,738 in 1898 and 14,740 in 1899, or an increase of 1002. 
this latter number 3960 were found not to have been recorded in the municipalities whe 
the licenses were issued. After the usual correspondence with Division Registrars 980. 
these were found not to have been recorded and were obtained from the clergymen, whil 
the balance were, on search, found to have been recorded in the municipalities where t th 
marriages were celebrated. 

DisTRIBUTION OF MARRIAGES BY Montus.—In Table 7 will be found a statem en 
of the distribution of the total 16,514 marriages arranged as celebrated in the seve 
months. The two months, June and December, hold as usual the first place ; but i it 
interesting to note that this year for a second time June has surpassed December in th 
number recorded. Thus in 1897, Dacember exceeded June by 214, but in 1898, Jai 
exceeded by 209 and in 1899 by 19. The falling off in June was seemingly made good | 
an increase of 105 in May. It would seem to mark an increasing tendency to make t 
months leading up to the National holiday, a holiday period like the old Christmas sie 
when marriage festivities naturally become a part of the general national rejoicing.

Marriage Laws of Ontario; Old and New. 


The gradual increase in the old records of Upper Canada, which by an amendment 
the Act are forwarded by Registrars and Clerks of the Peace of Counties to the Registra 
General, makes not only a very important addition to the records, which year by y 
are being increasingly sought after in the matters of heirship; to land and other legal bh 
tions, but supply many matters of interest to the historian searching for facts rega din 
the periods of settlement of the Province, and to the sociologist who may gather much 
formation with regard to the laws which gave expression to the ideas of the people 
church and state during the century which has gone. The Act of 1791 being 31, G. III 
a document of considerable length and deals with a large number of matters regardin 
to the then Province of Canada, and of the part afterwards to be called Uppoar Oanada, 

The population of what became Upper Canada was, in 1734, estimated at 10,0! 
and probably 20,000 in 1791, made up chiefly of United Empire Loyalists who ¥ 
émigrés from the United States, They represented Dutch settlers, especially from Ne 
York State, as well as Hessian soldiers and descendants of Huguenots, while from t 
Eastern States came descendants of Paritans in less numbers, and Qaakers even fre 
Pennsylvania, who had been loyalists, were forced to find new homes in Upper Canad 
Remembering that the great number of thes had been frontiersmen of New York Stat 
living in no large settlements and intermingled with the Indian tribes of the distri¢ 
there was naturally, under all the conditions of a long rebellion and inter-racial feud ¢ 
ten years and the forced emigration of thousands expelled from the United States 
1783, a very serious disturbance of family relationship, and, with the taking up of ti 
rights of a new citizenship, an urgent need for the establishment of society on son 
legal basis, both in the matter of morality and the inheritance of property. |

undays. Thereafter he might solemnize a marriage after the form of the Church of 
ngland, and give a certificate, charging 1s. and no more; it requiring to be signed by 
vo witnesses The Clerk of the Peace was required to keep a record of all marriages. 

4th. Sach magisterial powers were to cease so soon as the Governor notiiied the 
agistrates of Quarter Sessions of any district that there were five or more clergymen of 
ie Ohurch of England settled therein, after which magistrates would be fine 1 £20 should 
ley perform the ceremony. 

5th. Validity did not depend upon marriage in any chapel and forging a certificate 
‘marriage was punishable by one year’s imprisonment. 

It will be noted that the power to celebrate ecclesiastical marriages was limited to 
ergymen of the Church of England, and on reference to the British Act of 1791 the 
tuation is made plain. Under it, especially in view of the fact of the recent revolution 
i the States of the Union, it seems to have been especially provided that a clergy, loyal 
» the crown, be set over the new colony, for it provides that lands both in Lower and 
ipper Canada be set apart for the benefit of the Protestant clergy ; while in Upper 
anada the Lieutenant Governor was given power to set apart lands in each district 
ith a parsonage, for the support of a Protestant clergy, belonging to the Church of 
mgland, and further, that the Lieutenant-Governor had the right to present a rector 
- incumbent duly ordained to each parish to hold all rights and emoluments, the same 
3 of an established church in England. It is interesting to note that all such clergy 
ere under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Nova Scotia. 

| The caveat exists in the British Act that while it may be altered by Acts of the 
ocal Legislatures, any such Acts would not be legal until after they had been laid for 
nity days before both Houses in England. As was to be expected, however, in a Pro- 
ince whose settlers for the first thirty years of its history were largely from the United 
tates, whether of English or Dutch descent, that the laws which had served there would 
lem uaturally applicable in the new settlement, since we find that in the earliest settle- 
ents the people introduced as early as 1792, the annual town meeting, and the nucleus 
'@ manicipal system such as had governed in the revolted colonies. The Puritans of 
‘ew England and the Dutch Protestants of New York would carry out their own reli- 
ous usages, and so it early became necessary for the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council to 
ovide as was done in 1798 for the celebration of marriage by dissenters.

2nd That such ministers must have been ordained or appointed according to the 
rm of his church,'and shall have come before the Justices of the Quarter Sessions, when 
ot less than six magistrates and the chairman were present, and shall have with him 
ven respectable persons of his communion and must produce thereat proof of his 
‘dination and must swear allegiance to His Majesty, the King. The Justices might then 
‘ant him a certificate under Seal of the Court and signed by the Crairman and the Olerk

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It is evident by the references in the Sessional Papers of subsequent years that cast 
of individual hardship still existed ; and in 1818 (cap, 14-15, G. II], 59) the Act of 179 
was intended to validate marriages not registered according to the terms of that Ad 
and three years were again given to have all irregular marriages registered. The co 
tracting parties had to take an oath that they were married on or about a certain dat 
and the affidavit had to be signed by one or both parent if living.

‘ No further legislation seems to have been enacted till 1831, when “ An Act to mak 
valid certain marriages heretofore contracted and to make provision for the futur 
Solemnization of Matrimony ” was passed.

It will be noticed throughout all this legislation that no reference has at any tim 
been made to ministers of the Established Episcopal churches, and that matters continued 
the same till 1847, when an “ An Act to extend the Provisions of the Marriage Act t 
Ministers of all Denominations” was passed. Its preamble refers to the Act of 183! 
and confirms the powers then granted to such ministers, subject to the conditions men: 
tioned in that Act, viz, they must be subjects of His Majesty, must make affidavil 
before the Registrar of the county in which they officiate, and must produce certificate ¢ 
ordination 
‘The County Registrars, who have come into existence with the Act of Union ol 
1840, are henceforth to keep the register of such oaths of allegiance and of certificate 
and granted a certificate on receipt of 5s. The Act provided that nothing in 1 
was to affect any existing rights to celebrate marriages. The notable change in th 
Act was that it became no longer necessary for any minister to give proof of his ordins 
tion before the Quarter Sessions or to obtain a certificate of the court, his compliant 
with the genera\ provisions of the Act being deemed sufficient. The Act was distinct 
applicable only to Upper Canada. a 
The year 1847 was notable likewise in having passed “An Act for Taking a Census at 
Obtaining Statistical Information Thereon.” Under this Act is became the duty of evel 
clergyman or minister authorized to baptize, marry or bury in Upper Canada to keep 
Registry, shewing the persons he had married, baptized or buried belonging to his congr 
gation. The Clerk of the Peace was required by law to provide the register ; and t 
minister had to forward the register to the clerk of the city, or town, or to board 
police within 5 days of the Ist of January, April, July and October. In cases whe 
there were no clergy, each head of a family, and every church without a resident cle rg

Short acts were passed in 1849, 1855, and 1861 for amending dates for making 
arns and for legalizing certain unregistered marriages, but no further Acts of import- 
se occurred until those included in the Acts passed since Confederation. The Act of 
9, Cap. 72, contained provisions for registration of marriages, making the law much as 


sto-day. The Act required a clergyman to keep a register and immediately on solemni-, 


ion of 4 marriage register it therein, and yearly had to forward a copy to the county 
istrar,and transmit $1.00 one dollar as the cost of having entry made in the county 
ister. A copy of the marriage from the register became a legal proof of marriage. 
rgymen were liable to a fine of $4 per day for every day they delayed making the 
aual return; but Clerks of the Peace were required to supply all clergymen with 
isters. 

Thus the Acts stood till 1868, when an Act, 32 and 33 Vict., was passed by the 
tario Legislature known as the ‘‘Act respecting Births, Marriages and Deaths.” Under 
3; Act the Provincial Secretary became the Registrar-General, while the Clerks 
the Peace were made District Registrars to receive returns from the Municipal Clerks 
i transmit them to the Registrar-General. In 1875, under an amendment to the Act, 
» District Registrars disappeared’ and the Municipal Olerks were brought into direct 
ationship with the Registrar-General. 

In a circular issued Jan. 15,1870, by the first Registrar-General, Matthew Crooks 
meron, we find set forth: ‘“‘ There is now no other legally enforced return of marriages 
ebrated in this Province. Under these circumstances, clergymen have additional 
sons for strict compliance with the Act. They have a monopoly as to the celebration 
the marriage contract, and the Marriage Act authorizes the exaczion of a fee for their 
vices. Parties married will therefore do well in their own interests to see that the 
ciating minister makes the necessary return ; the blank forms requisite therefor having 
in furnished to all clergymen, and in numbers sufficient for their reasonable. wants.” 

_ With amendments to the Act relating to Registration of Births, Marriages and 
aths, and simplifications to the Marriage Act as it appears in the Statutes at Confed- 
tion, the last Act in the drama of extinguishing in Ontario distinctions based upon 
igious differences disappeared. To many it would even appear that the license, which 
practice exists, enabling hasty and ill-considered marriages taking place, might well be 
trolled by legislative amendments in some particulars; but from the standpoint of 
itimatizing all bona fide matrimonial ventures, and the lawful inheritance of property 
ough marriage nothing would seem to require to be added to the marriage laws as they 
re now existed in Onterio for over a quarter of a century.

Deaths. 

- The total number of deaths recorded in Ontario in 1899, was 28,607, as compared 
h 26,370 in 1898, being an increase of 2237. This gives a death-rate of 12.4 per 1,000,. 
nog 0.9 greater than in 1898. As the death-rate in 1898 was exceedingly low, being 1263 
{than in 1897, the rate for 1899 shows no notable increase. The distribution of the 
ths varies quite notably according to the counties, those having cities or large towns 
lally showing a higher rate as may be seen by reference to Table 1. The abnormally 
h rates seen in the death-rates in the new districts of Rainy River, Thunder Bay, 
yoma and Nipissing, where populations were very much greater than those utilized in 
3 report, are misleading, since the isolated instances where municipal organizations 
st and a recent municipal census has been made show that the Territorial Districts 
re a remarkable immunity from certain classes of diseases. The counties of Carleton, 
scott, Russell, and Essex amongst the older counties, show the highest death-rates, 
ng 19.9, 15.3, and 13.2, and are associated with a birth-rate somewhat higher than the 
rage. The lowest death-rates are again seen in the high, well-drained counties of the 
re Huron and Lake Erie districts and the central plateau. Bruce has 10.1, Grey 9.7, 
ron 10.5, Perth 9.5, Dufferin 10.2, Elgin 10.4, Middlesex 10,9, Wellington 10.9 and 
sterloo 11.2. Other coun ies with higher ground away from the Great Lakes show 
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very similar low death-rates, as Ontario with 103, Victoria 10.4 and Peel 108. Relat 
ively, the death-rate is low as compared with other countries. .

The rate, calculated from a one per cent. increase in population, shows in most of 
the cities an increase over 1898 in keeping with that in the Province as a whole.; 8 out, 
of the 13 showing an increase. The increase of the» whole over 1898 is 1.2 per 
1000. J'oronto has 1.9 of an increase, while Hamilton shows a reduction of 0.7 ; but 
Ottawa shows an increase of 0.3; Brantford 3.1 ; ; Kingston 22, and Chatham 3. Le Or 
in all 502 more deaths occurred in the cities than in 1898. There are doubtless some. 
relative differences between cities, since the population in some increases much more rap 
idly than in others, and hence with a too small estimated population, the ratio will appear 
higher. Compared with cities in neighboring States and foreign countries, the health 
conditions of the Province are as estimated by the death-rate exceedingly good.

DEATHS BY OLASSES OF DISEASE, __The question of how best to represent the actual } 
causes of death in statistics has naturally become a matter of much study by statisticiang bp 
and it is nearly fifty years since a meeting was held in Paris of delegates from different 
European countries to, if possible, determine upon some uniform system of classification, 
Although nothing definite was determined upon, yet Dr. William Farr, the Registrar- 
General of England, was instrumental in having prepared the classification, subsequently 
approved by the Royal Oollege of Physicians of England, which has formed the basis of 
all classifications up to the present. That, known as the Bertillon system, which for 
some years past has been in use in the city of Paris, France, has, however, been developed 
along the lines of modern scientific research ; and, while based upon the primary idea: 
of making returns as correct and comparable as possible, yet desires that when the real 
cause of any disease has been determined, it should be placed in that class, which most t. 
clearly indicates its relationship. 

There has been held during the past year, (1900), in Paris, what was called «The } 
International Commission on Demography and Statistics,’ with its sessions from the me 
to 21st of August. The whole time was spent in discussing any modifications necessa 
to be made in the Bertillon classification as it has hitherto existed, in order that it might 
become a system upon which all countries could unite to establish uniformity i in the nom 
enclature to be adopted by the several Bureaus of Vital Statistics. The following it 
abstracted from the report published in fall of the proceedings of the Congress. 

A large number of countries were represented at the Congress, these being,—Gar 
many, Argentina, Austria, Belgium, Bolivia, Oanada, Chili, Denmark, Equador, Spain, 
United States, France, Greece, Honduras, Hungary, Italy, Mexico, Morocco, Norway, 
Netherlands, Peru, Portugal, Russia, Salvador, Sweden, Switzsrland and Uruguay. 

On the opening of the session a number of delegates expressed their ideas on the 
need of a common basis for comparison of diseases, and on the whole presented common 
views on the subject. M. Jacques Bertillon, statistician of the Paris Bureau of Statistia CB,. 
summarized the objects a nomenclature as follows ;— 

“A statistical nomenclature of causes of death has not as an end to make a resume 
of medical philosophy. It has a much more humble aim, but much more practical. It is 
to permit statistical departments to make a veswme of the thousands of returns every 
day in a manner, Ist, as exact, and 2nd, as comparable as possible. 

‘‘ In order that a nomenclature may be comparable with those of other countries, i 
is necessary that it be prepared with that end in view. What is presented to you is in effect 
a sort of “boiling down” (transaction) of the nomenclatures of England, (or of Farr), 0 
Italy,of Berlin (or of Virchow),of Brussels,(or of Joussens),etc., et«., and it has been hopet 
that this would be in a manner a centre of these several nomenclatures by which it woul 
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iffice to change them but little in order that each may approach this proposed inter- 
ational nomenclature 

_ it is further desirable that a nomenclature be not only comparable with that of other 
pantries, but should also be comparable with itself ; and that it ought to be so arranged 
aat_ we may be given reason to hope that it will last a long time, and that it will not be 
ecessary to greatly modify it in the future.” 

_ Farther discussion took place as to the essential idea to be conveyed in the col- 
tion of death statistics, the concensus of opinion being, that they must be simply a 
scord of what the physician sets down as the cawse, and the placing indefinite returns 
nder the head of “ill-defined causes.” 

A suggestion was made and adopted, that returns made, be divided into three 
lasses :—Ist. Cause as set forth by attending physician ; 2nd. Cause as set down by the 
jedical officer verifying causes of death, such as the medical health officer 3 and 3rd. 
eaths not reported by a physician, there being none in attendance. 

The Congress thereafter took up the various sections of the classification in detail, 
ae general secretary presenting any proposed changes which had been submitted, after 
hich the changes proposed were either accepted or rejected, and the approved classification 
>-affirmed. 

In the final session the several delegates agreed to recommend to their respective 
overnments, the adoption of the classification adopted by the Congress, in order to assure 
niformity and comparability of death statistics, starting from J anuary lst, 1901. 

It was further recommended that this classification be revised every ten years, the 
ext revision taking place in 1910. The government of France, subject to different 
rrangement, was charged with the duty of then calling a congress for this purpose. 
he countries which have not signed the present convention can do so on request. Dele- 
ates from Austria, Belgium, Bolivia, Denmark, Spain, United States, France, Honduras, 
taly, Mexico, Morocco, Norway, Netherlands, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland and 
Jruguay declared they were empowered to sign the convention. The German delegates 
sported that, while not prepared to dispense with their several classifications now in use, 
ley recognize the value of the classification, and were prepared to make from their own 
table for comparison after the Bertillon system. 

__The Austrian delegates agreed to recommend to their government the adoption of 
ie Bertillon system so as to make comparative statistics possible from the beginning of 
le new century. The delegate from Denmark gave only his personal adhesion, promising 
) recommend the remodelled classification to his government. The Russian delegates 
juld not approve of the system based so largely on the anatomical designation of the 
suse, since Russian physicians recognized that any classification should, especially from 
1e standpoint of practical sanitary measures, have regard to the etiology or cause of 
ay disease, and therefore did not sign the convention. The Swiss delegates, while not 
msenting to do away with their present system, agreed to re-consider the preparation of 
bles for comparative purposes with other countries, Before adjourning, the convention 
greed to establish a Oentral Bureau of Statistics and Demography, and appointed unani- 
ously M. Jacques Bertillon as its secretary. His duties were as indicated to keep in 
uch with those countries who have entered into the convention, and to supply such 
formation and make such suggestions as might from time to time be found possible. 

The Congress finally concluded with the following unanimous vote of thanks to Prof, 
rouardel, who had presided.

4 It is most satisfactory to know that a common basis for comparison of mortality 
Mistics is now almost universally adopted, and that continents and zones may be 


idied comparatively along the lines of most recent scientific conclusions. 
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Drarus py CLAsses or Diszase in Counties.—The prevalence of any special clas 
of diseases will be found in Table 10 of this Report. This becomes of much importance 
when studied in connection with meteorological and sanitary conditions, since it is fron 
these broad totals that wide-spread general influences have their effects shown. A com 
parison of the total for the several monthly periods is the firat point of notable incerest 
Thus of 28,607 deaths, 8,980 occurred in the first quarter. Farther, of the 2,460 com 
municable or epidemic diseases, 1,204, or almost one-half occurred within the same thre 
months. It is further noticeable that this number is 715 greater than for the sami 
period in 1895, there being but 489 in that year. 'The several particular diseases in 
volved in this notable increase are referred to in subsequent paragraphs. e 

Dearus By CnAssEs or DIsHASE IN C1v1Es.—This is a study of much comparatiy 
interest, since in cities are found the most immediate cffects of any special influence 
affecting the general health. By reference to Table 11 it will be seen that the death 
from communicable diseases were 556 as compared with 408 in 1898, or 148 of an im 
crease, thus accounting for a quarter of the total increase of 606 in cities. The mos 
notable increase is in diseases of the circulatory organs, there being 584, as comparet 
with 486, bringing the total increase for two classes up to 246. In the diseases of thi 
respiratory system the increase was from 706 to 831, thus adding another notable num 
ber 125 to the increase seen in the two previous groups. In the group includin 
diseases of infancy and old age is found a relatively small increase of 124 over 1898, — 

The groups are thus seen to be of interest in that, of 14 groups including 7,50 
deaths, five-sixths of the increase is found included under four classes. In Table 123 
seen the number of diseases by classes in towns. Much the same influences are here see 
to have been at work, but the effects are less notable than in the larger population 
cities. | 

With regard to the several classes a comparison shows that 1899 compares ver 
favorably with 1898 for the whole year, except in the class of communicable diseases, ar 
even this only for the first three months notably exceeded 1898. The large number ¢ 
causes of death placed under Olass XI. containing especially diseases of old age and infan 
cy still remains very unsatisfactory, although perhaps rather better than in 1898. Unt 
physicians realize more fully the importance of accurate statistics and local registra 
demand more accurate statements of cause of death before issuing burial permits th 
class will, it is feared, continue large, containing now 20 per cent. of the total returns. —

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Influenza.—Reference to the above table at once indicates how the re-appearance 
influenza very notably increased the mortality from communicable diseases, which 
already mentioned, took place almost wholly in February and March. Indeed if t 
increase in influenza, not classed as a contagious disease under the Public Health A 
were separated from the other communicable diseases therein referred to, the year 18 
would show an actual decrease of 83 deaths. In the report of 1892 is found a referent 
including an extract from the English Report for 1890, which illustrates very exac’ 
the conditions accompanying the epidemic and extremely rapid character of the spt 
of this destructive diseare of middle and later life. The increase of deaths in Febru 
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vas so sudden and excessive that it almost equalled the births, being 3,152 as compared 
vith 3,581 births, and actually exceeded the births in several cities. 


’ Smallpox.—For the first time in ten years, with the exception of five deaths in 1894, 
his disease again appears as a cause of death, seven deaths being recorded. The con- 
inued presence of this disease in neighbouring States during the two past years has been 
he source of several outbreaks of a usually mild form of the disease, but in several out- 


wreaks in Ontario the disease recovered its normal virulence. 


____Scarlatina.—The total: deaths from this disease were 246, as compared with 222 in 
1898. Of these 106 occurred in the cities and towns. The following table indicates that 
or many years this disease has assumed a benign character compared with’the type pre- 
mailing during its earlier history in Upper Canada.

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Diphiherta.—The total deaths from this disease were 599, as compared with 634 in 
1898. The almost uninterrupted decline in the mortality of this disease since 1894 is 
igain illustrated.

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_ The causes for this remarkable decrease were indicated in the report for 1898, as 
ipparently three, preventive, seasonal, and curative as due to the use of antitoxin., I[t 
8 probable that in the order of influence on mortality the order should b3 altered to 
jreventive, curative and seasonal, since it is contrary to experience that so long a series 
Mf years should elapse during which climatic conditions should not have recurred to 
enew the virulence of this disease, if climate plays as important a part as at one time it 
vas believed it did. | 

Measles and Whooping Cough.— The total deaths from these diseases were resp c- 
ively 40 and 124, the former being notably lower than io 1898, and illustratiag the 
‘eneral law as regards mildness seen in the case of the other diseases. 


_ Typhoid.—The total deaths from this disease were 452, as compared with 405 in 
898. The disease has shown a low mortality during recent years, its relations to the 
irogress of municipal sanitation having been especially noticeable. 


_ Generat Diseases OTHER THan OommunNicAaBL®.—This class under which appear 
everal diseases which cause a large mortality is of interest, rather as regards the 
everal individual diseases than as a group of diseases. Amongst them appear several 
ymotic or germ diseases, which, as pyaemia and septicemia and syphilis, are at 
imes notably contagious, while tuberculosis is essentially a communicable disease. 
igain, cancer, rheumatism and gout, and diabetes differing from each other, yet as 
iseases in a special manner associated with vices of nutrition might, with 
lcoholism, be. studied as a group from the sociological standpoint of extreme im- 
ortance. Perhaps the first remark regarding them is that the study of diseases, as 
yphilis and alcoholism, from statistics collated from general death returns would be an 
surdity. Thus the total deaths registered in Ontario as caused by syphilis were 8 and 
y alcoholism 14. 


4 Cancer.—On the other hand accuracy of observation has tended probably to notably 
Crease the deaths from what is denominated cancer, since under it are placed 
mours of every class, which are designated malignant.

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The figures given in the above table indicate quite unmistakeably the increase 
in the diseases included under cancer. It is remarkable that for the ten years precedin 
1896 the returns should have shown no notable increase, but since then, under th 
amended law, that every year should have shown an increase wholly remarkable. Th 
explanation is difficult to find, but comparison with previous tables shows tha 
many ceaths were formerly placed under ‘‘Tumours ” which, owing to more accurat 
description in death returns, are now returned as cancer. Thus in 1896 the total death 
were 237, while in 1899 only 60 are set down under the general heading ¢ 
Tumours The continued and steady increase since 1896 must, however, be acknow 
edged There is one cause which plays, doubtless, some part in the explanation. I 
Ontario the. system of general hospitals, assisted by Government, has developed mos' 
remarkably, there having been over 20,000 inmates, in 1899, as compared with somi 
5,000 in 1885. This means increased accuracy in diagnosis and treatment of interna 
diseases and the discovery of cancer in cases which in former years were probably no 
more than suspected. The subject of the increase of cancer has been a matter of kee 
investigation within recent years, it having been ascribed by medical writers to certai 
soils and drainage, to dense and bad housing, and a recent English writer states the 
cattle there are increasingly cancerous, and that it is contagious through meat; whil 
another English writer attributes it to excessive eating of meat, this food having greatl 
increased in consumption there within recent years. The Registrar General of Englan 
attributes the increase to the resultant of three factors: 1st, possible changes in the actus 
mortality due to carcer ; 2nd, improvement in medical diagnosis, and 3rd, to a recent 8 f 
tem of inquiry respecting deaths certified as due to tumour. These reasons coincide wil 
those already suggested as explaining the increase in Ontario ; but, viewing the actual i 
crease as proved, it would appear that the natural explanation is that, as the seat of tl 
disgase in men and women varies greatly, the beginning of the disease lies in some tempo 
ary or permanent defect in nutrition of the effected organ, owing to its exhaustion fre 
excessive use or even non-use, ard must be associated with the increase in diseases of i 
nervous system, which seem to especially mark the life of the present day in the so-calle 
most progressive communities. ; 

Tuberculosis. —As in the several past years deaths from tuberculosis under its sever 
designations have been included under one heading, Tuberculosis and Scrofula. As1 
the case of several other general diseases it would appear difficult to obtain from gene 
returns information of very definite value as regards the distribution of the primary dise 
in different age periods,since in many instances it will have become generalized before de 
occurs. From special studies such as those published in special tables in 1898, the ¢ 
tribution of deaths by age periods,readily obtained from the tables of Deaths by Counties: 
the Appendix, are of special value, from the public health standpoint There were recor 
587 deaths under 10 years in a total of 3.291, while in a single county, largely rural, b 
4 deaths out of 72 were recorded under 10 years. It is manifest that the deaths fro 
atrophy and chronic diarrhoea, always in excess in cities, account for the relativel 
greater deaths under 10 years, in the total including cities and towns than in a ruré 
county with no large city. The total recorded deaths in 1899 were 3,405 being a 
increase of 114 over 1898. The following table gives the deaths by ages and by countie: 

From the accompanying table the rate per 1000 of deaths may be seen ; but a mo 
careful examination of deaths in certain counties indicates a prevalence of the diseas 
which as regards causative influences, raises several interesting questions. In the 
ports of past years, the greater prevalence of tuberculosis in the counties earliest settle 
and bordering on lakes Erie and Ontario, as compared with inland counties has been f 
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atedly referred to. ‘That, however, there should have been an increase in the counties 
long Jake Huron, in later years as compared with the deaths in the same counties in past 
lecaces, is a matter of much interest from the sanitary standpoint. The following table 
lated from such data as are available will be studied with interest.

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_ Making due allowance for inaccuracy of death returns in the earlier census years, 
still there are manifestly such notable differences as to make it evident that at the time 
yhen the immigrants from Europe, notably from Scotland, England and Ireland, settled 
the several counties of the Province, and began the work of clearing the land and 
lablishing homesteads the young and energetic population were either notably free 
from the disease, when they emigrated or their habits of life and the necessary 
demands of the situation caused life in the open air and the engaging in the labors of 
ie farm to be common to women as well as men. It was indeed the custom in their 
Rative lands for the female peasantry to labor in the fields, and it was only natural that 
sy should follow in Canada, in those early days of settlement what had been their 
pvious custom.

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With however, the labors of a few years of toil bringing indepsndence and plent: 
the female population gradually retired from out-door labors. and in older Ontario a 
the present time, a female found labouring in the fields would be so rare as to bo looker 
upon asan anomaly. It will be remembered too that the log houses of those early days 
were smail, and often badly constructed, while the great log fire-place made ventilation 
compulsory. With the advent of the large, better built frame and brick structures heated 
with stoves and furnaces, with the absence of the necessity for, and the inducement to go, 
into the outer air especially during the winter months it would seem as if there lay there- 
in the elements tending to a distinct deterioration in health, which possibly has been 
accentuated by a departure from the simplicity of life, incident to the earlier years of 
settlement. ; 

Physicians in these now prosperous communities have again and again commented 
on the notable increase of phthisis in the children of the stalwart Scotch sett erg 
of Huron, Bruce and Middlesex, and of the equally rugged descendants of tl 
people from Ireland, in the counties of Grey, Simcoe and Wellington ; and hay 
raised the question as to whether the climate of Ontario, where nature is so lavish of hei 
gifts, is inimical to the rearing of a race equal to their European ancestors. A reference 
to counties of a yet earlier date of settlement is reassuring, since, though in them we seem 
to see. the same influences to have been at work, yet find some comfort in the fact that: 
point seems to have been reached at which the mortality from phthisis has reached its 
height and begins to decline. It may be that the excessive labors of the parents and 
the early years at which the children of the early settlers went to work may have made. 
undue draught on their vitality, or it may be that an acclimatization became necessar 
before the normal Canadian was developed; but in either case, the fact seems to have 
been shown, of a tendency toward this disease of house life to which the females of ou 
rural communities have been the larger sufferers. Whatever may have been the domin 
ant elements in the increase of consumption, it would appear that the contagion, once pre 
sent in a house, has been the agent, which has perpetuated, as has been before pointed out 
the disease in any particular family, through its permanently infecting the house. That 
the dangers from this source will lessen year by year, with the rapid advance of educatioz 
regarding the infectiousness of tuberculosis, we may feel assured and it is not improbable 
- that within the next census period the statistics will prove as encouraging regarding this 
disease, as those of the last two decades have been disappointing. 7

Returns such 
as these on their face show that something is radically wrong but what that something 
is most difficult to find out. I have consulted many Division Registrars both personally 
and by letter asking them if they can account for the eccentricities displayed so often ig 
their several returns, but most of them profess to te unable to give any reason but stick 
strongly to their expressed opinion that they feel certain they have got nearly all the 
information possible. Evidently the difference between nearly all and all is frequently 
very great. a 
In the City of Toronto the Division Registrar has, during the past year, made deter 
mined efforts to secure full returns of births, with results that may be considered fairly 
satisfactory. In May last acircular was sent by him to every medical practitioner in the 
City, pointing out the duties imposed upon the members of the medical profession by 
the Registration Act, and urging each one to assist in the carrying out of the same 80 
that the Department would not be compelled to take legal steps to enforce said Act 
Special birth return cards were also enclosed with the circular calling for so very little 
information from the accousheur in attendance at any birth that it might be filled m 
with scarcely any loss of time. Notices were also inserted in the daily papers stat ng 
that these steps had been taken and urging compliance with the request of the Divisior 
Registrar. For some little while an incipient “ boom” in returns was noticeable, but it 
a very short time the interest seomed to die out and it was found that the old letharg 
had set in again, Under these circumstances the Department was forced to begin @ 
series of prosecutions, and a list of names was handed to the County Crown Attorney, 
who at once issued subpeenas against the several delinquents. The parents were arraignec 
before the magistrate and all of them pleaded guilty and a nominal fine was inflictec 
upon each one. Subsequently the medical practitioners who had attended at the several 
births referred to were also brought before the magistrate, who took the ground that thit 
being the first prosecution in Toronto under the revised Act, and a fine having alread 
been imposed on the parents, he would let the physicians off on suspended sentence this 
time, but he wanted it clearly understood that if any similar cases came before him 
the near future he would he inclined to impose a fine to the full extent of the law. The 
result of these prosecutions in Toronto has been moss beneficial, and registrations are no 
being made at a remarkable rate, and the birth returns for 1900 will be considerabl, 
in advance of the previous year. 
‘In the City of London it was found that a large number of births had not peen 
registered, and that few medical practitioners ever made any pretence of notifying the 
Division Registrar of any cases that they had attended. The matter was handed over t 
the Oounty Crown Attcrney of Middlesex and in December last several of the leading 
citizens of the “Forest City” were arraigned before the magistrate there and ordered to pa, 
a fine of cne dollar and costs, while subsequently four or five physicians also found that 
the Registration Act was not entirely a myth, as under one of its provisions they were 
ordered to pay @ fine into the City Treasury. The result in that city has also been mo 
beneficial, and the Division Registrar is now kept busy recording entries that should ha 
been made months ago. ‘ 
®>. The lesson to be learned is very clear. For years the Department has appealed: 
their annual reports, through the public press, by circular and otherwise, to all t

aterested parties. They have pointed out the advantages accruing from the carrying 
ut of the Act; they have argued, importuned and even threatened, but all to no 
urpose, till at last they are driven to resort to prosecutions by law, and an immediate 
mprovement has been the result. It seems quite evident there is only one way in which 
9 enforce the provisions of the Act, and that is through the Courts. And now that this 
ourse has been adopted in certain sections I feel satisfied the prosecutions should be 
ontinued and carried on from end to end of the Province until all classes of people begin 
9 realize that the Department has at length fully determined that every clause of the 
BD istration Act shall be carried into effect. 
_ Inregard to death returns considerable improvement is manifested and in many 
junicipalities few interments take place without a burial permit having first been 
btained. Undertakers of course are primarily responsible in this matter, and in most 
laces I am pleased to say they seem anxious to comply with the Act, but even in this 
ity carelessness is occasionally apparent, and at Toronto Junction a Toronto undertaker 
ras fined $5 and costs for removing a dead body for burial without a permit having been 
btained. The magistrate, in imposing the fine, said that he considered a breach of the 
sction of the Act under which the charge was made a most serious offence, and intimated 
aat in any cases of the kind coming before him in the future he would inflict a penalty 
> the full extent of the law. 

In this report I have referred almost altogether to births and deaths, leaving marriages 
sverely alone. The reason of this is as I stated in my report of last year, “in regard 
) marriage returns I have little complaint to make, as it would appear they are pretty 
ally recorded in every section of the Province.” The clergymen as a body return a list 
f all these events that they solemniz>, although, of course, there are unfortunately some 
xceptions to this rule, and many ministers are very dilatory in sending ix their reports, 
aereby causing the Division Registrars considerable trouble and frequently necessitating 
elay in his semi-annual returns, but otherwise I have not much to complain about. 

In looking over the Registration Act as it now stands I think a few amendments 

light be made that would simplify it to a certain extent, and I certainly would suggest 
aat Sec. 29 should be altered so that in case the physician in attendance at a birth or 
eath makes his return, which does not contain all the information required by the Division 
egistrar, the parent or other interested parties should not thereby be relieved from the 
enalty attached to non-observance of the Act by them. 
: In conclusion I desire to say that the clerical part of the work of the Division 
egistrars continues to improve, and the semi-annual returns are now much more complete 
lan in former years, and I trust that the late actions of the department will assist i. 
aterially increasing the number of registrations during the coming year.

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THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR 
GENERAL OF ONTARIO. 


Toronto, December 31st, 1901. 
To the Honourable J. R. Srrarron, 
Registrar-General of the Province of Ontario. 


Srr,—-I have the honor to present for your consideration, the thirty-first Annual Report 
regarding Births, Marriages and Deaths in the Province of Ontario, being for the year, 1900. 


Population. 


On pages 50-60 will be found tables giving the population of Ontario for the census year 
{891, as taken by the Dominion of Canada, as under the municipal assessment of Ontario for 
the same year, for the census year 1901, as existing on the 3lst of March, and for the year 
1900, under the municipal assessment of Ontario. 

The total population in 1891 by the census was 2,114,321 ; and in 1901, 2,182,942, showing © 
an increase of 68,621. ‘Taking the figures of the municipal census, and completing them by 

using the census figures for Muskoka and Parry Sound, Nipissing and Algoma, where the muni- 
cipal returns have not been complete, we find that the population was, in 1891, 1,918,465, and 
in 1900, 2 201,751, showing a difference of 283,286. 

By comparing these figures with the figures utilized from year to year in the Registrar- 
General’s Report, based upon the addition to the census figures of 1891, of the natural i increase 
year by year of births over deaths, it is found that the calculated increase in 1900 brought the 
population to 2,325,712, or 142, 770 more than is found by the census to be the population of. 
Ontario in 1901. 

Assuming the general correctness of the several returns, although between the census and 
municipal returns individual discrepancies are so great as to require adjustment in some instances, 
it is quite clear that the population of Ontario has lost a very considerable population, which 
was either present in 1891 or which has been born during the inter-censal period, By referenoe 
to the returns of the Dominion Immigration Department, it is possible to obtain a rough record 
of immigrants recorded at the Winnipeg station during this ten year period.

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Remarks in different Reports of the Agricultural Department point out, that with the im- 
migrants making homestead entries, there were, roughly speaking, one. fifth of them persons 
entered as children, under 12 years. Further, as in 1898, the number of homestead entries of 
emigrants from Ontario was almost exactly 1 to every 10 emigrants, or there being 8,597 Ontario — 
homestead entries in the ten years, there will have been 96,160 persons from Ontario during | 
these ten years. : 

To illustrate the fact of this removal of population from Ontario, it is found from the 1901 
census that the West has increased during the intercensal period as follows :—

Unfortunately there are no figures to exactly estimate the many persons who have gone to 
the West to engage in business ; but allowing for the immigrants from Europe and the United - 
States, it will appear from the an given, that on the basis of the entries at Winnipeg, Ontario} j 
will have sent to the West considerably more than 100,000 persons during the ten-year period. 

Another source of loss by emigration has been to the United States. The census of 1900 
gives the number of Canadians in the United States as 1,181,778, while there were 980,938 in 
1890, or an increase of 200,840. Of this total, 786,581 were English-speaking, and 395,189 
French-speaking Canadians. During the inter-censal period, 1890-1900, the English-speaking 
Canadians increased by 108,139, and the French by 92,701, or relatively 16 and 30 ‘per cent. 
If it be considered that in 1891, of the English-speaking population in Canada, that in Ontario 
was almost 2 to 1 of the other Provinces, it would appear that of the 108,139 emigrants 
to the United States, almost 72,000 went from Ontario, assuming the emigration to have in the 
same proportion from the different Provinces. . 

Thus, allowing for migration to Manitoba and the North-West, 96,160, emigration to 
British Columbia and Yukon, 25,000, and emigration to United States, 72,000, we have found 
not only the 142,770 of calculated increase based upon the Ontario census accounted for, but a 
notable number more representing an increase of some 15,000, which would have been the 
natural increase from this population had they remained in Ontario. : 

Another movement of great importance in its bearing upon the various interests of the 
Province is the movement of population within the Province. 


Foot note. Remembering what has been said of migration to Manitoba, it is interesting to note the q 
variation in the population of Manitoba during the inter-censal period.

From this table it is seen that if the natural increase of one per cent. can be applied to the 
urban population of 1891, there still remains 37,099 of an increase, made up either of migrants 
from rural districts or of immigrants. If it be assumed that this number is made up of migrants 
from the former, then we find, taking the one per cent. of natural increase and applying it to 
the rural population in 1891, that we obtain 129,532, and substracting 37,099 we get 92,433, 
of which 48,133 is shown to have been lost to Ontario. The urban population has therefore 
increased from 38.7 per cent. in 1891 to 42.8 per cent. in 1901 of the total in the Province for 
each period.

Making allowance for notable differences in the practice in different States, with regard 0 
the counting of suburban populations, it is plain that in probably every State the same process 
by which the rural population is depleted has been going on in the North Atlantic group, wh ile 
in the North Central the same tendency is distinctly noticeable. That the cities have been 
gaining enormously in some instances, receiving in part doubtless from the rural districts, 3 nd 
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very notably from foreign immigration is apparent. That the latter is a large factor in urban 
increase is shown by the fact that during 1890-1900 the immigration into the United States was 
29.4 per cent. of the total increase of population for the period, although much less than in the 
previous decade when it was 42:1 per cent. What enormous proportions of urban populations 
are to be found in the eastern States may be seen from the following table :

45.3 to 50.9 per cent. of the total population, that in Ontario was from 38.7 to 42.8 of the total 
population.

Effect of a Stationary Popwation on the Death-rate.—Reference has been made in the pre- 
ceding remarks on the population to the almost stationary population in Ontario during the 
last inter-censal period, and it is now proper to indicate some of the effects of such a condition 
upon other factors, such as the marriage-rate and death-rate, affecting the social and economic 
conditions of the Province. 

The following table shows the distribution per million population of the persons living in 
the three countries of Great Britain, the United States and Canada in 1890 :

_ The populations for each age period show that at different age periods the population 
varied notably in some periods in the different countries ; those of the United States and Canada 
‘ravelling together fairly closely, but being notably different in one or two age periods, while 
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for the first period up to 25 years, the two countries show a difference respectively of almost 
3 and 4 per cent. less than England. This difference depends upon one or both of two facts, | 
viz., (a) a larger annual birth-rate in England ; or (b) an emigration from England of persons — 
over 25 years of age. Both doubtless were a factor in producing the result; and it might be 
said that the larger percentage of population over 25 years in the United States and Canada is 
favorable to the two latter countries, since it is the latter period which is the more productive 
so far as wage earning goes. But this seeming advantage is deceptive from the fact that it is in| 
the latter period that the mortality is greater, and moreover the greater young population will 
have become by 1900 to a considerable degree wage earners. It is apparent therefore that 
population increase is the essential condition of national prosperity, other things being equal. 
On the other hand it is apparent that a moderately low birth-rate with a low death-rate in | 
children may be compatible with a fair increase of population, presuming of course that the 
adult population does not emigrate. It must be evident, however, that with a low birth-1ate 
and an emigration of those who with adult years become wage-earners, a condition of affairs is 
created affecting most seriously national prosperity, since every census year finds the original 
wage-earners lessening both in physical capacity and in numbers. 

In the table of populations for the two census periods 1891 and 1901, already referred to, those 
counties wherein the population has either declined or remained stationary may be seen. In 
the table of deaths in 1891 and 1900, page 19, the deaths by ages are compared. From these 
the influence of a relatively increasing death-rate owing to a stationary or decreasing birth-rate. 
may be seen, although but imperfectly, since there has been a birth-rate exceeding the death- 
rate of some 5 to 7 in the 1,000, which means that a very notable removal of persons of adult 
ages has taken place. A few examples may be given, which are illustrative of the law which 
operates throughout °

It will be seen that in these four counties, selected indifferently, there has been an increase 
in deaths of persons over 25 years of almost 25 per cent., although the total populations have 
decreased. P 

The bearing of this fact upon population will be at once seen, when the relationship 
between the total deaths under and over 25 years is seen. Taking this as set forth in the Eng- 
lish census as 547,749 deaths under 25 years in every 1,000,000 deaths, it also means that if in 
England in the decennium 1881-90, there were 5,244,771 deaths in an average population of 
27,488,482, there would have been in Ontario at the same rate 1-13 of this number ; or in th . 
second period of life, that over 25 years, 403,443 or 45 per cent. If 12.5 be taken as the aver- 
age yearly increase of deaths for the ten years in the periods above as seen in the 25 per cent. 
inerease in 1900 as compared with 1891, it would mean that 22,693 persons died, which had 
not been recruited from the earlier period of life. This figure has been taken as illustrative, but 
as a matter of fact the total deaths registered in this period in Ontario were 249,545, so that the 
actual loss by death at a 12.5 per cent. rate of increase was 31,000, not recruited from younger 
years. From the economic standpoint therefore the matter of retaining the adult population ¢ 
increasing it by immigration becomes one of extreme importance. j 

The following extract by Sir Robert Giffen, the President of the Section on Economi 
Scieace and Statistics of the British Association, trom the presidential address, on the ‘Import 
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ance of General Statistical Ideas,” will be found of much interest in its bearing on this sub- 
ject : . 

‘‘Great as the increase of population is . . . there are indications that the rate of 
growth in the most recent census periods is less in many quarters than it formerly was, while 
there has been a corresponding decrease in the birth-rate ; and to some extent, though not to 
the same extent, in the rate of the excess of births over deaths which is the critical rate of 
course in a question of the increase of population.

Commenting on these several tables, Sir R. Giffen says : 


1. “The rate of growth of population of the communities may still be very considerab! 
even if it has been no higher than in the last few years. . . - The increase, it must 
remembered, goes on at a compound rate, and in a few decades an enormous change is 4} 


parent.” 
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2. ‘‘Some of the rates of growth of population, from which there has been a falling off of 
late years, were obviously quite abnormal.” 


- He further remarks : 


‘*The population to which immigrants are largely added in a few years, owing to the com- 
position of the population, has its birth-rate momentarily increased and its death-rate diminshed, 
the birth-rate because there are more people relatively at the child-producing ages, and the 
death-rate because the whole population is younger than in older countries.” A third comment 
made is ‘‘ that an explanation of the apparent decline in the birth-rate, and of the rate of the 
excess of births over deaths, may also be the greater vitality of the populations concerned, so 
that the composition of the population is altered by an increase of the relative number of people 
not in the prime of life, so altering the proportion of the people at the child-producing ages 
to the total.” 


As regards the question of reproduction, Sir R. Giffen states that many people have 
rushed in to discussing whether the reproductive power of the populations in question is quite 
as great as it was fifty or sixty years ago. Pointing out the lack of certain kinds of statistical 
tables, he says : ‘‘The answer to such questions is not to be rushed,” and statistics must be 
improved in order that tables adequate for purposes of such a table be obtained. 


Under the fifth head he points out : ‘“'To a certain extent the cause of a decline in repro- 
ductive energy may be part and parcel of the impaired condition of the populations, which leads 
in turn to an increase of the age at marriage, and an increase in celibacy, generally through the 
indisposition of individual members of the community to run any risk of sinking in the scale of 
living which they may run by premature marriage.” These causes, however, may operate to a 
great extent upon the birth-rate itself without diminishing the growth of population, because 
the children, though born in smaller proportion, are better cared for, and the ‘rate of excess of 
births over deaths consequently remains considerable, although the birth-rate itself is low.” 


Then follows the more important remark : ‘‘ The serious part would be a decline of the rate 
of the excess of births over deaths through the death-rate remaining comparatively high while 
the birth-rate falls.” 


BIRTHS. 


_ The total births recorded in Ontario in 1900 were 46,127 as compared with 44,705 in 1899, 
showing an increase of 1,422 and giving a rate of 19.8 on the estimated population of 1900, or 
of 21.1 on the actual population of the census of March 31,1901. This rate compares favorably 
with that of 1891, when with a population, but 68,621 less {the total births were 44,754, or 
21.1 per 1,000. It must be remembered, however, that the returns in 1900 were more complete 
shan in the previous year. The distribution of the births in urban and rural districts in view 
of the decline in rural population will naturally show differences. 

That the birth rate in rural rather than urban districts has shown an increase owing 
© more perfect registration is seen in the fact that whereas in 1891, the then 12 cities with a 
vopulation of 398,158 had 9,323 births., the 14 cities in 1900 with a population of 475,222 had 
mly 9,854 births or a decline per 1,000 to 20.7 as compared with 23.4 in 1891.

-Comment on these figures is almost unnecessary, for, excepting Ottawa, whose population 
“has been greatly increased by the incorporation of suburbs, there is an actual loss of births in 

every city but London, Brantford, St. Catharines and Guelph, and a relative loss per 1,000 in 
every case, when population is considered. (See table, page 34. ) 

Thus Toronto with an increase of 15 per cent. should have had 5, 449 births instead of a 
decline to 4,534, or a loss of 20 per cent. ; Brantford with an increase in population of 30 per 
cent. should have had 431 births instead of 379, to maintain the same rate per 1,000; while 
Windsor with a population increase of 12 per cent. shows a decline in births of 20 per cent. 

_over the rate in 1891. The causes in places where population is stationary or declining for a 
ee birth-rate are natural, but with populations showing the advances shewn in the 
examples taken there is no alternative but to conclude that the rate of 1891 of 23.4 has decreased 
by some 20 per cent. for the various cities in Ontario. 

z While the comparison of births with 1891 has thus shewn everywhere a decline, it is some 
slight consolation to find that 1900 has an increase over 1899 in the majority of counties. Thus 
‘while 13 counties show a decrease of 394 in all, 31 show an increase of 1,816, Those showing 
the decrease are Haliburton, 4; Huron, 11; Kent, 32; Lambton, 17; Middlesex, 24; Nor- 
folk, 3; Northumberland and Durham, 41 ; Perth, 2; Peterborough, 19 ; Prescott and 
Russell, 69; Prince Edward, 28. . 

F Having illustrated the low birth-rate with the stationary population which has ' existed in 
Ontario during the past decade, it is of interest to compare these rates with Massachusetts, e) 
State which most closely approximates England in its urban and industrial conditions. In the 
quinquennium, 1890-1895, the population increased from 2,238,943 to 2,500,183 on an area of

To illustrate to some extent the source of this increase it may be stated that the 
births in 1895 were 67,545, or a rate of 27.02 per 1,000, of which the total births of children 
whose parents were both American were 21,851 and of those whose parents were foreign bor 
were 31,628, and 13,847 of mixed parentage. .

Or there were annually during the decade 1890-1900 about 8,500 immigrants into Massachusetts 
from Canada. As like emigrants generally, these would be young men and women attracted 
especially to the factories, there would be as a natural result the introduction of a large popu 
lation at the age of child-bearing, and as a consequence we find that the rate of marriages per 
1,000 was high during the period. | 

The various population influences affecting’ birth-rates have been briefly referred to in the 
preceding pages ; but it will be of value to those economists or moralists who are interested 
in the study of the birth-rate, to give through the kindness of the Actuarial Department of the 
Canada Life, one of the largest Insurance Companies in Canada, the statistical results of an 
examination of the particulars relating to 1,000 accepted applicants for insurance in 1862 com- 
pared with those relating to 1,000 insured persons in 1900. 

Thus it appears that— 

Of 1,000 insured in 1862, the parents had 7,781 children, 4,681 males, 3,100 females. 

Of 1,000 insured in 1900, the parents had 6,714 children, 4,015 males, 2,699 females. 

Or in the Ist period there were 7.8 children per family. 

‘* the 2nd period there were 6.7 children per family. 

Or a decrease of 14 per cent. 

The figures in themselves are suggestive since they are comparisons between persons ma 
ried in the first quarter of the 19th century as compared with persons married some thirty year 
later. The decline of 14 per cent. in the birth-rate as thus indicated is however being accel 
erated as the further statistics sufficiently show. Thus:—

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Marriages. 


The total marriages reported for the year were 17,107, giving a rate according to the 


estimated population of 7.3 per 1,000, or by the census of 1901 of 7.8. There was thus 693 of 


an increase over 1899, or 0.5 per 1,000. As a delicate index of commercial prosperity, the 


_ marriage-rate increasing for several past years may be considered very satisfactory, thus :

As has, however, been remarked in previous Reports, the total is in excess of what represents 
the actual marriage rate of the Province, since at several border towns, especially Windsor and 


Sandwich, there are many more marriages than actually take place there amongst residents of ° 


_the Province. On the basis of the average rate for the Province there would have been 446 
marriages in Essex in 1900, whereas 1,305 actually took place, of which there were 749 in 


| Windsor alone. This excess means that a large number of persons from the United States 


for various more or less obvious Teasons, cross over from Detroit to Windsor, and, contrary to 
_ the spirit of the Ontario Marriage Act are married in this Province. A pplying this statement to 
| the various border points in the Province with excessive marriage rates, and we see how they 
_serve to abnormally increase the marriage rate. ,

Examining marriages by counties apart froin Essex, Lambton and Welland, and we find 
‘that only in Bruce, Halton, Huron, Ontario, Peel, has the rate fallen below 6.0 per 1,000. 
This rate is based upon the estimated increase of population ; but if the census population of 
‘(1901 be taken, the rate would be: Bruce 6.7, Halton 6.7, Huron 6.8, Ontario 6.7, Peel 6.6. 
Algoma, according to the estimated population in the census, gives a marriage rate of 6.03, 
thus correcting the error based upon a population calculated upon the average increase of 1 per 
Bent. That of Muskoka was 7.4. Nipissing 8.55, Parry Sound 6.1, Rainy River 6.7, and 
Thunder Bay 7.1, Carleton 7.8, Middlesex, 7.4, Wentworth 7.2, York 7.8, Brant 7.2. 

It will be seen by comparing the rates of Ontario counties, as corrected by the census, that 
these rates compare very favorably with the rates in individual counties in other countries.

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activity in the rural districts. The decrease of marriages in cities whose population is increas- 
ing as that in Toronto of 53 and in Ottawa of 14, in times of prosperity may in these cases be 
merely accidental ; but in view of the fact that in the table supplied by the Canada Life Associ- 
ation, already referred to, of 500 insured people in 1900, with an average age of 36.9, there were 
but 265 of these married as compared with 396 in the same number of applicants of an age 36.5 
in 1862, it is not difficult to see, with 50 per cent. more persons married at the same age period © 
in 1862 as compared with 1900, that with such a general condition prevailing, this small marri- 
age rate will likely remain stationary, or decline rather than advance. 


Marriages by Months.—An examination of table 7 shows that the tendency in recent years 
toward an increase of marriages in June rather than in December has been maintained. Thus 
there were in June 1,853 marriages, in December 1,313, and in October 1,792 ; while for the . 
three past years May has had recorded the lowest number, being in 1900, 1,040. 

How rapidly industrial influences may operate to change the characteristics of a population 
may be seen from these figures and yet more from the fact that of the 23,102. couples married 
in Massachusetts in 1895, 10,292 were native born and 7,690 foreign born, with nearly the same 
proportion in 1899. It will be noticed, however, that the marriage rate in both years is very 
high, being respectively 9.2 and 8.6. With such a marriage rate the ‘birth rate might be con- — 
sidered low were it not that the divorces during the 1890-99 period were 1 to every 223 mar-_ 
riages, hence notably increasing the marriage rate. r q 


DEATHS. 


The total deaths recorded in Ontario in 1901 were 29,494, showing an increase of 887 over 
the previous year. With the population as estimated, this gives a death rate of 12.6 per 1,000, 
but as calculated by the census population of 1901 a rate of 13.5. The increase over 1899 is 
slight and the rate as a whole must be considered low, remembering that the returns are prac 
tically complete. As will be shown, however, by the following table, it is quite apparent that 
the total deaths returned are many more than in 1891, and that the increase during the period 
has been fairly constant.

The rate as given in the census year 1891 was 10.2, and as seen in the table the rate has 
since been kept lower than it ought to be by the estimated increase of one per cent. of popula 
ion in each successive year being taken for a divisor. That the year 1896 shows a remarkable 
increase has been referred to in the Report for that year, it having been due directly to the 
amended Act, making more stringent provisions against? burials without a burial permit, going 
into force that year. The full effect of this Act is seen in 1897, when the deaths had risen from 
1895 by 5,172. Since then the rate has, excepting 1898, an unusually healthy year, continually 
tended upward. That an increase should have occurred to the extent of nearly 8,000 in tet 
years is of course primarily due to the improved registration referred to, but that another influ 
ence has been steadily operative is found by a comparative study of the following table by 4

A study of the above table of deaths by age periods shows that there was either a notably 
greater number of deaths in the first year of life in 1900 than in 1891 or that the neglect 
to register the deaths of infants was much greater in the earlier period, since there were 4,206 
deaths under one year in 1891, and 7,163 in 1901. That the neglect to register was a prime 
factor in this difference may be proved, since the proportion of deaths under one year in the 
earlier period was but one-fifth of the whole deaths, while in 1900 they form almost one-quarter 
of the total deaths, while the births in 1891 were nearly as great as in 1900. This is still further 
proved by the fact that during the other four years of the quinquennium the total deaths are 
1,989 only in 1900, as compared with 1,988 in 1891, showing that while the total deaths in 19 00 J 
have greatly increased, those from 1 to 5 are really less. That the decrease in the deaths 0% 
children is quite remarkable is shown 1n the comparative figures for the periods 5-15, or thi 
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years when children attend school, as seen in the table by counties from which the totals are

The most striking difference lies in the period of 5-9 years, and is only explainable on the 


_ basis of lives saved from the sanitary control and better known methods for treatment of com- 


municable diseases. The reduction amounts to 52 per cent., and 22 in the 9-14 age period, or 
together make a decrease of 40 per cent. That this remarkable decrease is in the class of com- 
municable diseases is seen in the fact that the total deaths from zymotic diseases in 1891 was 
2,903 and in 1900 but 1,899, in spite of the fact that the total deaths have increased so greatly. 

That the period of adolescence is that wherein the increased number of deaths first shows 
itself is seen in the fact that in the period of 15-19 years the deaths were, in 1891, 740, and in 
1900, 941, or 27 per cent. This proportion is yet further increased between 19-24 years, the 
totals*being, fin 1891, 876 deaths, and in 1900 being 1,257, or an increase of 43 per cent. The 
rate of increase is less in the period 20-29, the relative deaths being 911 and-1,083, or an increase 
of 18 per cent. The rate advances again rapidly between 30-39, the percentage of increase for 
1900 being 33 per cent. For the next decennium, 40-49, the increase amounts to 43 per cent., 


_and between 50 and 59, 39.9, or almost 40 per cent. Such advances are more than maintained, 


in the next decade, 60-69, in which the increase is just 60 per cent. in 1900 and even exceeded 
_ between 70 and 79 with an increase of 72.7 per cent. Once more the rate rises with a remark- 


able number of persons, who in 1900 had reached the age of 80 years and over, there having been 
3, 09 deaths, an increase over the 2,224 in 1891 of 39.3 per cent. 
Summarized, these percentage increases are seen in the following table.

These figures illustrate yet more precisely the remarks made in the section dealing with 


the effects where population is largely stationary ; but one is hardly prepared for such a varia-. 
tion from the normal distribution of deaths, as shown by the figures of the table. Thus while 
in the period of life up to 25 years the rate of mortality in 1891 was 48.1 per cent. and 61.9 
in the later period of life, yet in the death-rate the proportions here varied from 43.6 to 56.4, or

Comparing these with figures already referred to under Population, it is apparent that the 
Ontario-population during the decade presents in these respects the peculiarities necessarily 
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belonging, to the population of an area comparatively long settled, which fact is also illus- 
trated by a table of births found on page 17 of the Annual Report for 1897, after which follows 
the remark -—‘‘ That the older the settlement of any county or the earlier the period at which 
an agricultural district was filled up with population, the less the present relative number of 
settlers in those periods of life during which children are born, in comparison with the number 
of population ; and if this population be not increased the lower proportionately will be the 
birth rate and the greater the number of deaths relatively of persons in the later periods of 
life.” 
It will be of interest to examine some of the neighboring States in which similar conditions 

as to settlement have existed during the past century, to determine whether a like result is 
found. The United States census of 1900 has but partial mortality statistics, but they are 
given for the North Atlantic Division of States. The total population whose death rate, exclud- 
ing still births, is calculated is 28,800,000 or 35 per cent. of the total population. The rate is ¥ 
23 per cent. greater than the rate in 1890, but is believed to be much more complete. Thus 
the rate in 1890 was 17.3 while in 1900 it is 195 per 1,000; while the urban rates were 
respectively 18.6 and 22.1, and the rural 15.4 and 15.3. 
On page eight it is stated that the population of Maine had increased during the decade 

by 33,380 and showed a rural decrease of 953. In others we find a largely stationary popula- 
tion, with some of the most highly organized State Boards of Health and a highly salubrious 
climate, showing a total death rate by the census of 17.5 per 1,000 and urban and rural relatively, . 
20.5 and 16.9. 
In Michigan, a State with climate and population in many respects like Ontario, except : 
that it showed a small rural increase and much larger urban increase, we find that the mortality 
rates are 13.9 as a total, and 15.3 and 13.3 respectively for urban and rural populations. The 
Vermont total of 343,601, which is an increase of 11,169 uver 1890, but a decrease in rural 
population of 4,489, results asmight be expected in an increasing death rate amounting to a total | 
of 17.0, and 17.6 and 16.9 per 1,000 respectively for the urban and rural districts. If these 
States are taken as a guage it must be concluded that the standard of health in Ontario is of 
the highest. . 
But this fact of variation in mortality rates, iepenicet upon the age-constitution of a 
population, cannot be better set forth than by the quotation from a study of the vital statistics 
of England by John Tatham, Esq , M.A., M.D., in a supplement to the 55th Annual Repor 
of the Registrar-General. . . 
~ ‘ At the census of 1891 the populations of Norfolk and Lancashire were found to be dis- 
tributed, respectively, as follows, over three groups of ages : .

‘‘ If from every 1,000 of the population of Norfolk 68 persons over 45 years of age ¥ were 
removed, and their places filled by an equal number of persons between 15 and 45 years of lage, 
the age distribution of Norfolk, grouped as above, would become practically identical with that 
of Lancashire. And, since the death-rate at ages between 15 and 45 is considerably less tha D 
that at ages over 45, this change of age-distribution would, of itself, and irrespective of sanita 7 
condition, reduce the crude death-rate of Norfolk. The extent of the reduction may be rough y 
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_ indicated by assuming a death-rate of 9 per 1,000 among persons at ages between 15 and 45, and 


a death-rate of 40 per 1,000 among persons at ages over 45 years, these being approximately the 
average rates in the two aye-groups. It may readily be shown that the substitution of 68. 
younger persons for the 68 older persons would lower the crude death-rate of the county by 2.1 
per 1,000 living. This shows conclusively that no fair comparison is possible between the crude 
death-rates of Norfolk and Lancashire. In areas smaller than counties, for example, in the 


_ crowded towns of Lancashire, on the one hand, and in some of the rural parts of Norfolk, on 


the other, the differences of age-distribution are still greater. It is, therefore, futile to compare’ 
the crude death-rates of difterent districts, unless their populations are known to be alike with 
respect to age and sex constitution. If, however, it can be ascertained what the mortality in 
district A would have been had the population in the various age-groups been subject to the 
death-rates incidental to those age-groups in district B, the mortalities of the two districts will — 


have been reduced to a common basis, and will, therefore, be comparable with each other.”’ 


Deaths by Counties in Ontario. The following table shows the deaths by counties, corrected 
from table 1, page 32, in which the rates per 1,000 were based upon the estimated population 
during the ten years, by applying the county populations supplied by the census of March 1, 


1901. 4 
Death-rate per 1,000 based upon Dominion Census, 1901. 
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For Province, 13.5. 


The rate per 1,000 for the counties, as corrected, is 13.5; and it will be seen that there are 
notable variations from this. Thus Carleton has a death-rate of 18.0 ; Frontenac, 15.8 ; Nipis- 
sing, 164; York, 16.3; Prescott and Russell, 15.7 ; Lincoln, 15.1; Ontario, 14.4; Oxford, 
14.6; Wentworth, 14.1; Thunder Bay, 14.3; Northumberland and Durham, 14.0, and the 
balance of the counties has a rate under140. The causes of these increases in different 
counties may be examined with some interest in view of the previous remarks regarding popu- 


lation. 
The following table gives populations in those counties in 1891 and 1901.

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It thus appears that of the 11 counties whose mortality has exceeded 14 per 1,000 there 
are two groups, one of 6, with populations positively increased, and one of 5, including Lincoln, 
exhibiting 473 of an increase, with an actually diminished population. 


Those in the first group include Carleton, with the great increase of population in Ottawa, 
notably in the French district ; Nipissing, which has doubled its population, also including a 
large French population ; Prescott and Russell, an old county, with a large French population ; 
Thunder Ray, a newly-settled district, and York and Wentworth, with the two large cities, 
Toronto and Hamilton. In both cases, however, in these counties the rural population had 
decreased. The same is true of Carleton ; so that we have the complication in each case of an 
increase due to an old and declining rural population associated with that of the urban increase 
with an increase in mortality due to deaths under one year of age. The counties of Frontenac, 
Ontario, Northumberland and Durham are in the row of counties settled as regards their 
townships on Lake Ontario, at or before the beginning of the century, and show an actual 
decrease of 15,835. If the natural increase during the ten years in a population of 162,826 were 
added, it appears that an actual loss of 30,000 took place, and the high death-rate is therefore — 
illustrated as depending upon the law shown by high mortality in the later age periods. There 
are other groups of counties separated only by a small figure, which show this same influence. - 
Halton has a rate of 13.9, with a loss of population of 2,437; Prince Edward a rate of 13.9, 
with a loss of 1,025; Norfork a rate of 13.3, with a loss of 1,845; Victoria a rate of 13.2, with a~ 
loss of 1,039. Peterborough is the exception from this rule of a loss of population, for which the 
rate is 13.2. The population increase is 3,342, but it is only apparent since the increase is — 
almost wholly in the town of Peterborough, where the increase is 1,522. 


That there are counties, which with a loss of population still show remarkably low death — 
rates speaks eloquently for their natural salubrity, or that dependent upon the observance of 
sanitary laws. Both doubtless, perhaps the first most, play a special part, since they are counties 
which year atter year since the census of 1891 have told much the same story. Bruce and 
Grey, Huron and Perth, have had for years a persistently low mortality from tuberculosis, and 
have been frequently spoken of as the highlands of the central plateau of western Ontario. 
The country is well drained, with a pervious soil of Saugeen clays and gravels; has no large 
towns, and was settled among the last of the older counties of Ontario, being largely a tract 
held by large land companies for settlement till well toward the middle-of the century. The 
effects of the more outdoor life upon the general health of a younger immigrant population, and — 
especially upon the prevalence of consumption, have before been referred to. Waterloo and 
Wellington belonging to the same group of upland counties show the same effects of altitude and 
an inland climate, with their rates of 10.7 and 10.8 respectively. Renfrew, which has shown a 
notable increase in population, it being 7,877, shows both the influence of an upland salubrious | 

| territory and of a vigorous young rural population. Brant, with a rate of 11.4 ; Elgin, with a 
rate of 11.2, and Middlesex, with a rate of 12.6, form a remarkable group, since in each is a city 
which holds a large relative part of the population. Thus, Brantford has in 1901, 16,619 in a | 
county total of 38,140 ; St. Thomas, 11,485 in a county total of 43,586, and London, 37,981 in 
a population of 92,700. The counties of Welland and Essex in earlier years, owing to the wide 
extent of wet clay soils, showed a notably higher mortality than other more favorably located — 
counties. With their extensive municipal drainage works and extended cultivation the health 
conditions in both have steadily improved. 


Deaths by Cities. The total deaths, with the population corrected by the census of 1901, 
in the 14 cities of the Province were 8,071, or 416 over 1899, and being a death rate of 17.1. 
as compared with 16.8 in 1899. “yl 


Tt will be seen that the mortality rate compares with remarkable closeness to the rates in 
'. American cities, under similar climatic, social and sanitary conditions, and may therefore 
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taken as a standard average death rate at the beginning of the new century in the most progres- 
‘give cities of the continent. 

Thus Toronto in 1900 had a death rate of 17.3 as compared with 18.9, Hamilton 15.4.as 
compared with 13.9, London 13.2, Brantford 13.3, Guelph 14.8, Chatham 14.6, and St. Thomas 
11.8. Further examples will be found in table 2 on page 34, illustrating average mortality 
rates. Several cities, however. have higher rates, explained in part by local conditions. Ottawa, 
with its 21. 1, has three general hospitals, and for years has been the Mecca to which the sick 
from the great lumber district of the north resort. It has, moreover, a majority of its people 
of French origin, whose large families serve everywhere to increase the infant mortality. 
These, and other local conditions excluded, the mortality rate of the Capital of the Dominion 
would compare favorably with the large cities of the continent. 

The high rate of the city of Belleville is explained in part on the conclusions based upon 
the death rate amongst a stationary population, this being actually less in 1900, 9,117, than in 
1891, when it was 9,916, and further, from the deaths being from outside municipalities in the 
hospital and registered in the city. This cause, of course, serves in every city where large 
county hospitals exist to increase the apparent mortality rate and of course affects more 
noticeably the rate in small than in large centres. 

The same influences are seen to explain, to the same extent at least, the abaormal ‘rates 
in certain towns. For instance, North Bay, with 20.1, not only has a considerable French popu- 
lation, but is also a railway junction point. In Orangeville there is found an abnormally large 
number of deaths of old persons, but the great differences in the several populations set down 
in table on page 51 lead to the inference of some error in the figures regarding the population 
estimate. Rat Portage shows a mortality rate of 22.2, and is most naturally explained from 
the fact that it is the outlet by steamboat of a large lake and river inland country, from whence 
the sick are brought out to the hospital to receive medical attendance. That the old town of 
Welland should have so high a mortality is explained in part from the standpoint of a crc 
ing town population and a low birth rate. 
| Deaths by Classes of Disease. The rearrangement of diseases in classes by the Bertillon 
system makes it possible for us to institute a comparison with only 1898 and 1899. The class of 
communicable (epidemic) diseases shows 2,255, as compared with 2,460 in 1899, and 1,709 in 
1898. The principal cause of increase over 1898 was in both years, influenza—there being in 
1899, 990 deaths, as compared with 192 in 1898, and 328 in 1900. In the class of General 
Diseases we find an increase of 5,559, as compared with 5,355 in 1899, and 6,213 in 1898. In 
the several succeeding classes of diseases of the nervous system—of Circulation, Respiration 
and Digestion—every class shows an increase over 1899, excepting the Respiratory System. 
The relation of this class to the severe epidemic of influenza is the natural explanation of the 
excess in 1899 of 225 deaths. 

Class XII., which contains Diseases of Malformation and of Senility fortunately does not 
end to increase, showing that year by year more exact diagnosis of disease is being made. 


Deaths from Communicable (Epidemic)~-Diseases. This class has always been of interest, 
narking as it does, especially the advance of scientific medicine. The following table gives 
ihe deaths from the several diseases : — ,

But little comment upon the figures of the table is necessary. The variations during a de. 
cade of any one of the diseases is in most instances comparatively small ; but taken as a whole 
they illustrate a continued downward tendency in deaths from this class of disease. It has bee 
remarked before that there is a notable reduction in the deaths amongst children of school-age, 
between 5 and 15 years. In other words that the schools being the most ordinary means o! 
dissemination of these diseases, care in preventing diseases so disseminated most plainly shows 
itself in a decreased death-rate. Thus diphtheria, which had year by year caused nearly 
1,000 deaths, showed in 1896 a decided decline and since remained nearly stationary. Had 
typhoid, largely a disease of adult life, not increased in 1900, the low total rate established woulé 
have been largely maintained. Taking the total for all these diseases and it is gratifying to knov 
that for ten years they have but once exceeded 1.00 for 1,000 while in several years the rate was 
lower than 0.75. Influenza, which properly is classed amongst the communicable diseases, hai 
hitherto appeared so irregularly and seems go little amenable co all ordinary rules governing pre 
ventable diseases that it has not been dealt with by the Boards of Health. 


Deaths from Tuberculosis. This disease has maintained its preeminence during the year hay 


ing caused 3,484 deaths during 1900. The excess in cities, there being 1,081 deaths ina popula 

tion of 475,222 is notable, the rates being 2.27 per 1,000 for cities as compared with 1.5§ 
for the Province as a whole or 1.4 for the rest of the Province outside of the cities. The rate is 
high and probably relatively higher than it should be if other countries placed the proportionat 
number of deaths from malnutrition and atrophy under the class, tuberculosis, which has bee aI 
done in the reports since 1897. Thus all infants dying under four months when no specific caus 

other than atrophy, malnutrition, marasmus, scrofula, was given have been entered undef 

tuberculosis. That the ill-defined disease of chronic wasting, with usually diarrhoea i 
children, may not be due to tuberculosis but to defective assimilation of food and wasting 
from other causes is quite true ; but on the other hand that the children born ill-nourished 
and which fail in health almost continuously from birth have in most instances the taint o} 
tuberculosis is probably much more constantly true. That this explanation, while not lesseni ng 
the alarming prevalence of tuberculosis, in part explains the relatively high prevalence of the 
disease in Ontario may be seen by a comparison of the deaths in the class of diarrhoeal disease! 
The deaths due to this cause were 1,688, 1,089, 1,325 and 1,119 respectively, the excess in 190 


being due to the intense and long continued heat of August of that year ; York alone having in 
that month 112.

A table of diarrhoeal diseases of interest in this connection is found on page 29, While 

the diarrhoeal diseases which include cholera infantum, diarrhoea acuta, cholera morbus ant 
enteritis, cover a rather mixed class, yet the great predominance of the disease, cholera i 
fantum, in the tables shows that the deaths from diarrhoeal diseases were principally among ch 


dren, and hence cover the deaths which in part are classed under malnutrition, chronic diarrl.o 
and lienterie and anaemia in infants. ¥ 
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The distribution of tuberculosis by counties and cities is of constant interest. 


This is seen 


in the following table and shows the following rates per 1,000, on the basis of the census of 1901;

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It thus appears that of a total of 77 deaths, 23 were returned as due to la grippe, and 

21 were returned as due to consumption. This means that out of 77 deaths in both bands al-. 
most a third or 31 per cent. were returned as due to consumption, and 34.3 to influenza. The 
length of sickness given for influenza being on an average 14 weeks, at least half that for con- 
sumption which was given as 28 weeks shows that the death must have been due to a chronic. 
disease and not from the results in most cases of some acute disease. 
The last printed report of the Indian Department gives 767 as the number of persons in ~ 
these bands, and, we thus have a mortality rate of 100.4, almost two-thirds of which is due to 
what must, for the most part, have been consumptive. The situation could scarcely be worse, 
and unless extermination of the Indian race is to be looked upon as inevitable, demands the 
most serious attention of those responsible for their care. A later retura obtained through the’ 
kindness of the physician and agent of the Grand River Mohawk Reserve, gives a total of deaths 
of 95 in 4,010 population. A partial register kept gives 14 deaths out of a total of 29 as due 
to tuberculosis. . 
The unusual mortality in Belleville of 3.0 is rather in excess of what it normally would be, 

as 4 deaths of non-residents were registered, but this does not explain the high rate for Hast- 
ings of 1.7 ; while Northumberland and Durham, with no hospital in her towns, has still 1.8. 
The same may be said of Prince Edward with its 1.8 per 1,000. The causes are to some sma L 
degree that of the decreased population so frequently referred to, but undoubtedly there is a 
distinct climatic influence present as a factor, accentuating the effects of heredity and the con 
tagion which has lingered in many of the infected houses of this as other old settled communities. 
The newly settled northern counties, as Renfrew, Nipissing, Algoma, Thunder Bay and 
Rainy River here again proclaim the effect upon mortality of a young and vigorous frontier 
population living under those more primitive conditions which promote health. That it requires 
a population to become permanent in a district and to live under unsanitary conditions in the 
same houses in which a case has occurred in order to make tuberculosis take the conditions of a 
true epidemic may be gathered from the following statement of mortality on the Indian Reserve. 
The extended drainage works and improved agricultural conditions of both the Niagara and 
Essex peninsulas, which in former years had abnormally high death rate from tuberculosis are 
having effects distinctly lessening the mortality from phthisis. Thus Haldimand has 1.1; Wel 
land, 1.1; Lincoln, 1.7 and Essex, 1.4 deaths per 1,000. “a 
Other counties call for no special remark except to point out that those with the three 
largest cities, York, Carleton and Wentworth, have abnormal rates; but the rates in the cities 
apart from these counties were 2.3, 2.3 and 1.8 respectively. It is to be remarked too that 
Brantford and Woodstock with 2.4 and 2.0 respectively must be classed as having high deaths 
for inland towns situated in dry upland soils. It does not appear that any great reduction i 
due to deaths in hospital of non-residents, there being but one returned as non-resident in 
Brantford. 
Deaths from Nervous Diseases. The total deaths from this class of diseases was 3,197, and 
3,481 in 1899, and 3,197 in 1898. The increase as compared with 1891 is notable, the total in 
that year being 2,401, which may be considered abnormal for that period, it following the epi- 
demic of lagrippe in 1890, which left so many hurtful results especially to the nervous system ir 
its train. 
While the proportion of deaths in the cities is relatively high, having been 799 as compared 

with 1,602 in the rest of the Province in 1891, or nearly 50 per cent., yet the rate of increase 
shows that the deaths in cities was in the previous period 1 to 2.2 as compared with 1 to 2.5 in 
1900. 
The unfortunate fact is that the mortality from this class of disease has increased in the 
decade by nearly 41 per cent, and that it has caused 12.27 of the total deaths within the Pro 
vince. The causes are to some extent associated with the increased deaths in the later ag 
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; periods, but doubtless other influences are operative, which it would not be unprofitable to study. 
Deaths from diseases of the Respiratory System. The total deaths under this class were 
2,995 as compared with 3,220 in 1899, and 2,715 in 1898. It is remarkable, however, that 
‘:pneumonia which caused in cities 450 deaths caused 510 in 1890. The relation of these large 
p figures to the terrible epidemic of influenza in 1890 quite in keeping with what we see in 
1899, the total deaths in the cities from it being 457 and 1,825 in the whole Province. Its 
relations with the high mortality recorded in that year from tuberculosis are also very apparent. 
_ Deaths from Cancer. The total deaths recorded as due to this disease were 1,055 as com-_ 
_ pared with 1,041 and 975 in the preceding years. The following table gives the totals for th 
past ten years:

The mortality increase from this disease within recent years in different countries has been 
_ the subject of much speculation by the medical profession, and has been approached from the 
"most varied standpoints. Some have asserted that its prevalence in England has been directly 
due to the location and soil conditions of certain towns. Others that it has in a peculiar sense 
the characteristics of a hereditary disease ; while the most recent investigations, especially by 
prominent investigators in the United States and in Austria tend to the conclusion that it has a 
specific microbic origin. The figures given here, while showing an increase of 100 per cent. 
between 1891 and 1900, indicate from year to year a very gradual increase, except in 1897 as com- 
pared with 1896, which year it is remembered was the first under the amended Act, and which - 
showed an increased total registration of 3,580 over 1896. Thus the increase in cancer from 731 
_to 927 of almost 200 must be considered as proportionally tu the increase in general. Remem- 
bering the commonly observed fact that cancer is peculiarly a disease of the later years of life, | 
_and also the increase in total deaths subsequent to 30 years, which has been an average of 49 per 
| cent. it will not be surprising that cancer, which caused 33 per cent. of the total deaths should 
! have increased proportionately. The exact ratio in 1891 and 1900 of cancer to the total deaths 
1s 1 to 37 and 1 to 28 deaths. . 
_ This is not the place to study causes of diseases ; but it is, as was remarked regarding 
nervous diseases, inevitable that diseases peculiar to the later years of life should show for the 
population reasons stated a relative increase. The fact that 329 out of a total of 1,055, or 
nearly one-third, occurred in the 14 cities would lead to the conclusion of a much greater preyv- 
-alence of the disease in urban than in rural districts. That, however, many cases are sent to 
the hospitals for operative treatment may be the true explanation of this rather than that of the 
degenerative influences upon health of life in towns and cities. 


Deaths from Diarrheal Diseases. The following table gives the deaths during the past ten 
‘years due to this class. The table includes the total deaths for the group under the twe

It will be apparent that as regards the total deaths from this class, the Ontario rate 
compares favorably with the death rate in England and Wales. The reduced deaths from this 
class of diseases indicate almost better than anything else the high standard of life amongst an 
urban people, as regards municipal sanitation and the moral and intellectual status of the 
people. 

It will be noted that with the improved returns since 1896, the rate in Ontario has been 
higher ; but only in one year has the rate been remarkable, viz., 1900. The intense and pro- 
longed heat of July and August of that year caused a mortality amongst infants and old people. 
not approached for years, and was common to Canada as to the neighbouring States. For the 
time the rate approached that of southern countries ; but fortunately the period of intense hea 
was necessarily shorter. 

There are many other details of interest arising from a study of the mortality return; ; but 


what has been said indicates fairly well the certainly high standard of health enjoyed by the © 
people of the Province as a whole. It is to be hoped, with the beginning of a new century 
and a new inter-censal period, that the other Provinces of Canada will establish such a system : 
vital statistics as will make it possible for a comparative study to be made at the end of the 


decade.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR.

Srr,—I have the honor to report that during the past year I visited for purposes of inspec 
tion Division Registrars of Municipalities, within the Counties of Brant, Carleton, Haldimand 
Halton, Hastings, Lanark, Lincoln, Ontario, Peel, Renfrew, Simcoe, Welland, Wentworth, and 
York. 

In a number of cases I found the Division Registrar inakes most earnest efforts to secure 
complete returns and as far as regards marriages and deaths he succeeds. very well, and many 
of the half yearly returns I regard as practically complete in these respects. But as for births 
the same old difficulties are continually cropping up, the parent depending upon the physician q 
attendance to make the report while the physician is certain the parent has attended to the matte 
Between the two of them the Division Registrar finds another conclusive proof that ‘‘ too many 
cooks spoil the broth,” and this Department is compelled to report year by year a very low birt 1 
rate in Ontario. It is quite evident to the most casual observer that the birth rate in the 
older settled sections is actually a low one at present, but statistics make it appear worse 
than it really is, as I am satisfied that there is a considerable number of births unregistered eg ch 
year throughout the Province. Can this defect be remedied and if so, how? 1s the question t a 
presents itself, and the answer seems clear to me that only by obtaining the active and sympa 
thetic assistance of the medical practitioners can we hope to better the condition of things 


oc 
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this respect. This isa matter to which I have referred in several of my previous reports but it 
will bear repeating, A large number of physicians are most conscientious in sending in their 
reports, but the great mass of the profession seems to regard the work as something to be 
avoided if it can possibly be managed, and they rely upon the parents making a return to the 
Division Registrar in time to save them from any of the penalties provided under sec. 29 of the 
Registration Act. This I consider the weak spot in the Act and would again recommend that 
it be so amended that both the parent and the physician in attendance be required to send in 
their returns, and neither one of them would be relieved from the penalty for non registration 
by the action of the other. Until this is done and the physicians are given to understand that 
their return must be forthcoming under all circumstances can we be assured of anything like 
satisfactory birth statistics. 4 

As regards marriage returns I have little to complain of and clergymen as a rule are to be 
congratulated on the work they do in this respect. It comes easier for them no doubt to comply 
with the Act on account of having their own register before them all the time and it is a simple 
matter to make copies of the records and forward them to the Division Registrar, but neverthe- 
less I desire to give them all credit for the assistance they voluntarily render this Department. 

I find considerable improvement among the undertakers in the matter of obtaining burial 
permits although some instances of infringement of the Act yet are apparent and too many per- 
mits are obtained after the burial takes place instead of before the interment. Taken altogether 
I think the death returns throughout the Province are pretty nearly complete. 

The clerical work on the part of the several Division Registrars continues to show a steady 
improvement, although from some municipalities the returns are still below the mark and 
not at all creditable to the officials concerned, many of whom seem to pay not the slightest at- 
tention to the little details which have been explained to them time and time again during the 
past years. 

The prosecutions for infringement of the Registration Act during the past year were cons 
fined to the Cities of Ottawa and Toronto. At the former place an undertaker was fined for 
interring a deceased person without having obtained a burial permit. At Toronto a number of. 
informations were laid against both parents and physicians in attendance for non-registration of 
births. The cases were brought up at several sittings of the Court and many fines were im- 
posed on both medical practitioner and laymen, but the same uncertainty arose as in former 
years as to the relative responsibility of the different parties and the magistrate evidently did not 
relish the idea of punishing both parent and physician for the same offence. This trouble will con- 
tinue to arise until Sec.29 is amended on the lines suggested in ‘a former paragraph of this report. 
While suggesting a few changes in the Act I would also strongly recommend that more stringent 
steps be taken to find out when and where infringements occur. I take it that the license law 
would be practically a dead letter unless means were used to locate breaches of the Act so that 
punishment could follow, then how can it be expected that the Registration Act can be enforced 
unless means be adopted which will place in the hands of the Inspector the chance of getting 
evidence at all times which will enable him to prove the charges of infringement which he may 
consider it necessary to make. 


In conclusion I am pleased to be able to say that each succeeding year a more general inter- 
est appears to be taken in the work of this department, and its value to the State is being more 
and more recognized. When the public as a whole begin to appreciate the importance of the 
work done, then the obtaining of correct vital statistics will be a comparatively cany matter.
